WASHINGTON, May 26.—Wil- 
liam Green, president of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, said in an 
interview today “the wave of strikes 


now in progress across the entire 
country” was “a manifestation of 
what was bound to follow the Su- 
preme Court’s decisions destroying 
such great principles as the NRA 
and Guffey Acts established.” 

He said the working people now 
realized that the court “has forced 
them to use thei: economic strength 
—and they will continue to use it— 
to gain their right to decent wages 
and decent hours.” 

Green said that by “strike wave" 
he referred especially to strikes now 
going on in the celery fields near 
Los Angeles, Cal., at the Wheeling 
steel plant at Portsmouth, O., at 
the Remington-Rand plant at Syra- 
cuse, N. Y., at the Goodyear Tire & 
Rubber Co. at Akron, O., in ship- 
yards and barber shops in New 
York City, and in Arkansas cotton 
fields. 


Remington-Rand Decides to Keep 
Plants Running Despite Strike. 
By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, May 26.—James H. 
Rand Jr., president of Remington- 
Rand, Inc., announced today after 


por iw had been called at six 
plants of the company it would 
keep factories operating in defi- 
ance Of the strikers. 

Rand said he had ordered per- 
sonne] of plants in London, En- 
gland, and Hamilton, Ont., to be 
doubled in order to shift to for- 
eign production all manufacture 
for foreign sales. This is 25 per 
cent of Remington-Rand’s _busi- 
ness in typewriters, cabinets anil 
adding machines. 

Leaders of the strike said the 
workers were demanding a 20 per 
cent increase in pay, the return of 
17 workers recently discharged and 
the assurance that the plant would 
not be moved from Syracuse. 

Mayor Rolland B. Marvin of Syra- 
cuse announced that workers in the 
Remington-Rand Syracuse plant 
voted 396 to 5 against striking in a 
ballot recorded 12 hours after the 
general strike call. He said the 
workers voted 330 to 68 that they 
were dissatisfied with working con- 
ditions. 

Balloting on the question of their 
desire for a strike will be continued 
among the workers of the Syracuse 
plant, Rand said. “When the num- 
ber of workers voting against the 
strike reaches a total of 500, plans 
will be made to reopen the factory 
| immediately,” Rand sajd.

Three Wounded Slightly 
Exchanging Shots With 
Celery Field Guards.

LOS ANGELES, May 26.—The 
Sheriff’s office reported yesterday 
‘that flying squadrons of pickets 
suffered three minor casualties 
when they met resistance from non- 
striking vegetable . field laborérs 
and exchanged shots with armed 
guards in the Dominguez _ celery 
|fields. Several men were beaten 
'and stabbed in other fights in the 
‘trouble zone. Deputy Sheriffs are 
patroling the vegetable fields 
throughout the county.

SIX MISSING AFTER TANKER

RELIEF ROLL CHECK 
DEAN SWEET SAYS 


Emergency Group Chair- 
man Asserts There Is 
Nothing to ‘‘Widespread 


Rumors of Abuse.”

“DESPERATE PLIGHT 
HAS BEEN SHOWN” 


Committee of 100 Declares 
Aldermen Must Perfect 
Permanent Program for 
Coming Crises. 


The “deliberate” re-examination 
of relief rolls in which the St. Louis 
Relief Committee has been engaged 


for the last month, has worked 
flagrant injustice on the deserving 
who were dropped from the relief 
rolls pending a study of their needs, 
the Emergency Committee of 100 
declared last night. 

The committee, in a formal state- 
ment issued by its chairman, Dean 
Sidney E. Sweet of Christ Church 
Cathedral, following a meeting of 
the group’s executive board, said 
only three authentic instances of 
“chiselers” on the relief rolls had 
come to light as a result of the in- 
vitation it submitted to the public 
last week offering to investigate re- 
ports concerning “chiselers.” 

“We find no justification for the 
widespread rumors of abuse of re- 
lief,” the statement said. “On the 
contrary, numerous situations are 
continually before us of those in 
desperate plight. The wanton ex- 
travagance of stories of relief abuse 
is being proved daily by direct in- 
vestigation of the sources.” 

Recheck Nearly Finished. 

The St. Louis Relief Committee 

has about finished its recheck of 

hich the Emer- 
tha caliot kplan ’s statement termed 
a “concession” to rumors that re- 
lief was being abused. Results of 
that study may be made known at 
a meeting of the Relief Committee 
tomorrow, along with a recommen- 
dation concerning how much money 
will be needed each month. 

The Emergency Committee, formed 
recently to enlist public support for 
adequate relief appropriations, will 
sponsor a public meeting at the 
Sheldon Memorial, 3646 Washing- 
ton boulevard, next Monday night 
to urge a “humanly decent meet- 
ing of the need.” The Board of 
Aldermen will meet the next day 
to consider relief appropriations. 

‘The most important question of 
the moment,” said the committee’s 
statement, is that of standards, both 
of relief and employment. Official 
figures of the relief administration 
show that the average allowance 
at present is $24 a month for fam- 
lilies, and $12.56 for single persons. 
This is the total allowance, for food, 
clothing, rent and other needs. 

What Is Essential. 

“An adequate relief standard must 
include proper allowances for rent, 
as widespread evictions would be of 
serious social and economic conse- 
quence. It must ificlude clothing, 
or clients soon become so unpre- 
sentable they cannot seek employ- 
ment. It must include medical ser- 
vice and other items of special con- 
sideration as special cases demand. 

“It is a matter of vital public 
interest that these standards be set 
and openly understood, and that 
our unemployed be afforded some 
decent basis of existence pending 
the time they may be transferred to 
jobs. And the job standards should 
also be determined and _ publicly 
understood. We stand squarely 
for the principle that no case 
should hereafter be dismissed from 
the rolls until a job of a set stand- 
ard is forthcoming. We further in- 
sist that in the event of jobs being 
temporary, those cases shall be re- 
stored to relief upon furnishing 
evidence that the job is no longer 
held. Relief clients have been of- 
ten discouraged from taking of- 
fered small or part time jobs for 
fear they would not be readmitted 
to the rolls upon expiration of the 
work. We cannot blame them for 
that measure of self preservation.” 

The statement pointed out that 
private charity was unable to cope 
with the situation; that the Federal 
Government had definitely with- 
drawn from direct relief activities, 
and that nothing could be expected 
from the State until the next regu- 
lar meeting of the Legislature in 
January. 

Up to Aldermen. 

“Tt is therefore incumbent on the 
Board of Aldermen to perfect a per- 
manent policy and program of relief 
for the coming summer and fall 
crises,” the statement continued. 
“This cannot be left to uncertain 
monthly appropriations, made only 
as critical situations are met and 
pressures brought to bear on the 
governing body. That is to leave 
the matter in uncertainty and to in- 
vite growing unrest and turmoil 
among the masses. We call on our 
Aldermen to recognize in action the 
principle aeuall every citizen must be

DETROIT, May 26.—Enlarging 
their drive against the Black 


Legion, hooded vigilante order, 
Wayne County authorities raided 
five houses in Ecorse, a suburb, to- 
day and found whag they said was 
evidence that two recent bombings 
were inspired by the black robed 
band. 

In the houses, which included 
those of two former Ecorse coun- 
cilmen, the raiders seized firearms 
and printed matter of tne organi- 
zation. 

V. F. Effinger of Lima, O., who 
had been sought for questioning by 
Prosecutor Duncan C. McCrea, 
issued a statement in Lima last 
night that the Black Legion had 
more than 6,000,000 members in the 
United States. He said it had no 
intention of trying to take over the 
Government. Aspirations of obtain- 
ing a governmental dictatorship 
were attributed to the oarder by 
Harry Colburn, chief investigator 
for the Wayne County (Detroit) 
Prosecuting Attorney’s office. 

Denies Klan Connection. 

Denying there was any connec- 
tion between the Ku Klux Klan and 
the Black Legion, Effinger said 
“the Black “Legion will go right 
ahead promoting the best interests 
of America and American citizens 
despite the unfortunate affair in 
Detroit.” He referred to the “exe- 
cution” of Charls A. Poole, WPA 
worker, for whose murder 12 men 
are under arrest. 

Investigators here have called Ef- 
finger the “western commander” of 
the Black Legion, in charge of 
Michigan, Ohio and Indiana. Ef- 
finger refused to say what his con- 
nection with the legion was. 


Effinger said that a number of 
years ago he headed the Ku Klux 
Klan in Lima, where he has lived 
for more than 20 years. He sought 
the Republican nomination for 
Shetiff in Lima in 1932 and 1934. 
He lost both times. 

A resolution adopted by the De- 
troit Methodist Preachers’ Associa- 
tion yesterday called on the au- 
thorities to “use every legal means 
to suppress and_  extirpate” the 
Black Legion, which it called a 
“monstrous perfidy.” 

The raids in the Ecorse district 
were conducted by Colburn on 
information supplied by a mem- 
ber of the secret society. The in- 
formant charged the hooded band 
was responsible for the bombing of 
the home of William W. Voisine, 
Ecorse village president. 

Prosecutor McCrea said the in- 
formant related that “police offi- 
cials and politicians” attended a 
meeting at which the bombing of 
Voisine’s house was discussed. Voi- 
sine himself charged that members 
of a secret night riding organiza- 
tion were responsible for the bomb- 
ing. “There was a big gang of 
those fellows out here,” he said. 

McCrea quoted his informant as 
saying “When Voisine’s name was 
brought up at the meeting there 
were shouts of ‘Let’s take him for 
a ride’ and ‘Beat him up,’ but a 
man was appointed to do the bomb- 
ing and it took place two weeks 
later.” 

State-Wide investigation. 

A grand jury investigation in 
every county in the State where 
crimes can be traced to the Black 
Legion was announced by Attorney- 
General David H. Crowley. 

Charges of kidnaping and feloni- 
ous assault were filed against 25 
alleged members of the organiza- 
tion accused by Owen Dudley, 
Jackson County prosecutor, with 
stripping and flogging a member 
who had attempted to withdraw. 

At the Southern Michigan Prison, 
where Dudley has charged that the 
entire roster of 385 guards have 
been asked to join the Black Le- 
gion, Warden Harry H. Jackson an- 
nounced he had discharged Guard 
Sergt. Charles Cooley for activity 
in the affairs of the secret order. 

Three other guards have been 
suspended, and one of them, Ray 
Ernest, faced arraignment today as 
a member of the band of 25 who 
flogged Harley Smith, a WPA 
worker, near Jackson last Nov. 5.

JEWELED ETHIOPIAN CROWN 
AND, SWORD SEEN AT. SUEZ 


Egyptian Customs Officials Think 
Articles Were Looted After 
Downfall of Armies. 


CAIRO, Egypt, May 26.—Customs 
authorities were investigating last 
night the discovery of a richly jew- 
eled Ethiopian crown and a jeweled 
sword which were contained in 
parcels with which a shipping com- 
pany employe attempted to pass 
through the city of Suez. 

Officials said they believed the 
articles were looted after the down- 
fall of' the Ethiopian armies, 
did not think they belonged to 
Emperor Haile Selassie, who was 
understood to have taken the crown 
jewels with him when he fled to 
Jerusalem. 

It was pointed out that every 
Ethiopian Ras and many minor 
chieftains have crowns, while jew- 
eled swords are common in East 
Africa and Arabia. 


MANY WOUNDED IN CLASH 
BEFORE DUTCH ROYAL PALACE 


Amsterdam Police Charge Nazi 

Groups Which Shout When 

Queen Leaves Balcony. 

AMSTERDAM, Netherlands, May 
26.—Police charged Nazi groups on 
the chief Amsterdam square front- 
ing the Royal Palace late last night, 
and many persons were wounded, 
none of them seriously. 

The Nazis shouted “Houzee!” 
the Dutch equivalent of the Ger- 
man Nazi “Heil.”—just after Queen 
Wilhelmina had withdrawn from 
the Paiace balcony, where she had 
been listening to the songs of a 
juvenile choir. 

The Queen had given orders that 
when she drives in her royal car- 
riage there shall be no shouts of 
“Houzee!” It was explained this 
cheer frightened the four horses 
of her carriage when she was driv- 
ing Saturday. 


MASSACHUSETTS MILLS WON'T, 


EMPLOY CHILDREN UNDER 16 


Voluntarily Accept Provision of De- 
funct Cotton Textile NRA 
Code. 

By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, May 26.—The Massa- 
chusetts textile industry, through 
its official representatives, agreed 
today not to employ children un- 
der 16 years old in its mills, vol- 
untarily accepting the child labor 
provisions of the defunct NRA cot- 
ton textile code. The pledge was 
given at a conference of the in- 
dustry’s representatives with State 
officials and union labor leaders. 

Unofficial estimates were that 
about 1600 children now employed 
would be affected in. cotton, silk 
and woolen mills.

New Law Intended 
‘“‘Light-Mindedness 
ily Relations. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, May 26.—A proposal 
to end the easy divorce system in 
the Soviet Union was issued last 
night by the Communist Central 
Executive Committee, for public 
approval at workers’ and farmers’ 
meetings, after which it will be en- 
acted into law. 


The law will reduce the number 
of divorces by putting them be- 
yond the purse of the average per- 
son. A tax of 50 rubles will be col- 
lected for the first divorce, 150 ru- 
bles for the second, and 300 rubles 
for all subsequent divorces. 

A divorced parent who is em- 
ployed must pay one-third of his 
Salary to support one child, 50 per 
cent for two, and 60 per cent for 
three or more. 

Parents failing to pay for the 
upkeep of children will be subject 
to two years’ imprisonment. 

Employers are forbidden to dis- 
charge expectant mothers, but 
must give them lighter work with- 
out’ a reduction in pay. They will 
be entitled to 56 days’ vacation 
with full pay prior to the birth of 
the child, and 56 more after- 
wards. : 

The state will pay 2000 rubles a 
year for five years for the eighth 
child born to any family, and the 
Same amount for each additional 
child up to the twelfth, when the 
payment will be increased to 5000 
rubles the first year and 3000 dur- 
ing the four succeeding years. 

Women who submit to opera- 
tions to prevent childbirth, except 
when health demands them, will 
be fined and held up to public re- 
buke, and doctors performing such 
operations will be punished by im- 
prisonment.

CLEVELAND, May 26.—The So- 
cialist convention, after deciding to 
carry on the Socialist fight through 
trade unions, adopted a platform 
today, advocating the Benson 
amendment to the United States 
Constitution to permit socialization 
of basic industrieg and end the 
“usurped power of the Supreme 
Court to declare social legislation 
unconstitutional.” 

Other plansk in the platform: 
A Federal appropriation of $6,000,- 
000,000 for a Federally-financed 
public works program; a sharp in- 
crease in income and inheritance 
taxes in the higher brackets and 
an increased excess profits tax; 
the 30-hour work week; abolition 
of injunctions in labor disputes; 
prohibiton of the use of police, 
state militia or Federal] 
troops in labor disputes. 

To Work With Trade Unions. 

The convention voted to establish 
& permanent national labor com 
mittee “whose duty it will be to co- 
ordinate the action of Socialists 
within the trade unions in order to 
carry out the policy of the party.” 

The Leftist-controlled convention 
overwhelmingly approved the new 
policy in accepting the report of 
the Trade Union Committee. 

The fight against the policy was 
led by James Graham, president of 
the Montana State Federation of 
Labor, and John McKay, labor lead- 
er from Spokane, Wash. McKay 
said such a policy was the “same 
used by the Communists in estab- 
lishing cells in trade unions.” 

Graham said: “The trade union- 
ists in the Socialist party are not 
going to be dictated to by a bunch 
of young punks who have just come 
into the movement and who don’t 
realize what they are doing.” 

The fight for the establishment of 
the labor committee was led by 
Murray Gross, yOuthful business 
agent of New York Local 22. one of 
the strongest units of the Interna- 
tional Ladies’ Garment Workers’ 
Union, 

The opposition said the Socialist 
party should not officially “inter- 
fere” with organized labor in creat- 
ing such a committee, but should 
confine itself to building the party 
membership among union workers, 

Norman Thomas Accepts. 

Accepting the party’s nomination 
for President yesterday, Norman 
Thomas called on Socialists “to win 
men and women to a new hope and 
a new way of life.” He assailed the 
Roosevelt administration and pre- 
dicted the Republican party would 
have “nothing positive to offer.” 

“It is a great thing we dare to 
do,” Thomas ‘told the convention 
banquet last night. “We oppose the 
massed resources of Republicah 
captains of industry, the political 
power and the public purse in pos 
session of the Democrats, facing 
them with the might of a great 
faith, of a logical analysis of the 
diseases of our time and a sure 
philosophy for building the co-op- 

tive commonwealth in which is 
our hope.” 

Stating that “the New Deal has 
not worked,” Thomas said, “There 
is not a single economist or social 
analyst of repute who dares to af- 
firm that there are now ig oper® 
tion political and economic forces 
to make new war unlikely or the 
danger of fresh economic catas 
trophe remote.” 2 

Roosevelt and “Exploited Peons.” 

Citing the phrase, “Roosevelt or 
reaction,” he asked, “what does 
that phrase mean to the exploited 
peons of the cotton fields or to the 
slaves of Florida’s flogging belt 
whose first rays of hope have come, 
not from.the rising of any Demo- 
cratic sun?” 

“The Republicans,” he continued, 
“will curse Roosevelt and the New 
Deal -with. all the stupidity of 
French Bourbons who by some con- 
cessions might have . prolonged 
their ignoble dynasty before the 
fall.of the Bastille...

WASHINGTON, May 26.—While 
the House investigating committee 
was still vainly trying to decide 
what it would do with Dr. Francis 
E. Townsend, who walked out on it 
last Thursday, it was defied afresh 
today by two of Townsend's lieu- 
tenants. The Rev. Clinton L. Wun- 
der, manager of the Townsend or- 
ganization’s eastern division, and 
John Kiefer, manager of the mid- 
western division, both of whom had 
been subpenaed, failed to respond 
when their names were called to- 
day. 

On this, the fifth day since Dr. 
Townsend strolled out of the hear- 
ing with the explanation that he 
was “tired of this inquisition,” the 
committee was still stalled on dead 
center, so far as taking action 
against him was concerned. In 
Baltimore, the embattled little doc- 
tor-promoter disdainfully observed 
to reporters that “if my punishment 
is to be‘commensurate. with the 
contempt which J actually feel, they 
will have to give me a life sen- 
tence.” 

MoGroarty on Stand. 

Sharing interest with these devel- 
opments was the testimony of Rep- 
resentative John McGroarty (Dem.), 
California, author of the only 
Townsend plan legislation which 
has been introduced in Congress, 
who told the committee today he 
was convinced that Townsend and 
his associates had _ deliberately 
sought to postpone action on the 
bill in order to “keep contributions 
coming in.” 

Townsend and McGroarty recent- 
ly broke. Townsend attributed the 
breach to what he said was Mc- 
Groarty’s “persona). political ambi- 
tions.” McGroarty, who is 70 years 
old, and the “poet laureate” of Cali- 
fornia, asserted today that he 
“hadn't @ political ambition in the 
world,” and that the parted com- 
pany with the Townsend movement 
“because I didn’t care to be identi- 
fied with their financial practices,” 

Still trying to make up his mind 
whether to proceed against Town- 
send, and if so, by what method, 
the committee held another execu- 
tive session this morning, but 
whether it was the sixth, seventh or 
eighth meeting called for that pur- 
pose, not even the clerk could re- 
call, without consulting his min- 
utes. It adjourned with the fa- 
miliar announcement, “no action 
was taken.” . 

Challenges Fraud Charge. 

Townsend's personal attorney, 
Sheridan Downey, told reporters 
that if James R. Sullivan, commit- 
tee counsel, was “on the level” with 
his charge that Townsend and his 
associates had used the mails to 
defraud, Postmaster-General Farley 
had been delinquent in his duty for 
failing to prosecute them. He chal- 
lenged Sullivan to submit his evi- 
dence to the Postoffice Depart- 
ment. 

Representaive McGroarty, whose 
frail, ascetic appearance was in 
conformity with his avocation of 
poet and dramatist, told the com- 
mittee that he was serving his first 
term in Congress, and “fervently 
hoped” it would be his last—al- 
though, he added, he has enjoyed 
himself. 

“You were identified with the 
Townsend plan from its inception?” 
Chairman Jasper Bell asked. “Yes, 
I was the first man to whom Dr. 
Townsend came for publicity. I 
wrote the first editorial on it, 
which appeared in the Los Angeles 
Times. The Times people are still 
biting their lips over it, I think.” 

Questioned About Bill.

John Doe warrants for 12 
other men have been sworn out. 

Dayton Dean, the prosecutor said, 
has confessed he fired the shots 
that killed Poole after becoming 
irked at the delay of his compan- 
ions in bringing a rope intended 
for a “necktie party.” 

Concerning his enrollment in the 
Black Légion, Dean said: “I was 
under an illusion. I didn’t have any 
idea what I was getting into when 
I joined up two years ago. After 
I got in I had to stick, although it 
was against my principles.”

corporation which retains more 
than $15,000 of its income or more 
than 40 per cent of income, which 
ever is greater, shall be required to 
file a statement with its tax return 
setting forth the reason for ac- 
cumulating the funds. It agreed, 
too, to extend from three to four 
years the statute of limitations ap- 
plicable to collection of high taxes 
on corporations which build up sur- 
pluses improperly for purposes of 
allowing stockholders to avoid sur- 
taxes in the upper income brack- 
ets. 

Acting Chairman King (Dem.), 
Utah, said the changes were “more 
psychology than realism” and that 
their effect would be to make large 
corporations “a little more careful 
in withholding” and to induce them 
to make bigger distributions of 
their earnings. 


White House Conference. — 

Earlier, the White House had an- 
nounced that Democratic commit- 
teemen would confer with the Pres- 
ident on the request of Chairman 
Harrison, who absented himself 
from the committee session today 
because of illness. 

Final approval of the tax bill was 
regarded as certain to be held over 
at least until tomorrow. 

The committee expected to vote 
today on whether to impose an 
excise tax of one-half cent a pound 
on sugar and on a proposal for ad- 
ditional excises, some as high as 
yi per cent, on imported vegetable 
oils. 

A subcommittee, headed by King, 
decided after hearing beet sugar in- 
terests opposing it, to recommend 
that the sugar tax be rejected. 

King said the committee during 
the afternoon was “going to clean 
up everything we possibly can.” 

Corporation Surplus Tax. 

New definitions were to be placed 
in the existing law providing for 
the taxes on corporations which 
improperly pile up surpluses, but 
these were not fully worked out. 
The law now applies to such cor- 
porations a 25 per cent tax on in- 
come up to $100,000 and 35 per cent 
on income in excess of that amount. 
The rates were not changed. 

Under the @#mendment to the law 
approved today any corporation 
could retain $15,000 of its income 
and not file the statement as to 
the purpose to which it would be 
devoted. A corporation could re- 
tain more than $15,000 and not fiie 
a statement if the amount dfd@ not 
exceed 40 per cent of its income. 

Present Revenue Short. 

Roosevelt asked for $620,000,000 
in permanent revenue to finance 
the farm program and the addi- 
tional cost of advance payment of 
the bonus. Treasury,estimates say

BOTH SIDES STAND PAT 
IN OHIO STEEL STRIKE 


About 200 Virtually Besieged in 
Closed Plant at Portsmouth; 
20 Hurt in Fights. 

By the Associated Press. 
PORTSMOUTH, O., May 26.— 


About 200 office workers and com- 
pany police remained under virtual 
siege within the closed plant of the 
Wheeling Steel Corporation’ to- 
night. 

A Federal labor conciliator, R. M. 
Pilkington, said “neither side has 
yielded a thing” in the strike which 
has kept 5500 workers fdle_ since 
Friday. 

Bernard McCardle, a_ striker, 
filed an affidavit naming Al Brid- 
well, 48 years old, former Scioto 
County Sheriff, as the leader of 
company guards who, McCardle 
charged, fired 40 or 50 shots at 
pickets surrounding the plant. 
Company spokesmen denied any 
shots were fired. 

Two National Guard observers 
reported there was no need at 
present for troops. Sporadic clashes 
between pickets and non-striking 
employes resulted in minor injuries 
to more than 20 men. 

Most of the office force and com- 
pany police inside the plant have 
been there since Friday. 

Richard Evans, president of the 
union, which ordered the strike 
because, it said, the company failed 
to respect bargaining rights under 
the National Labor Relations Act, 
said his organization “would not 
yield an inch.”

“It was shown by the testimony 
that on July 2, 1935, the directors 
of the defendant company passed a 
resolution authorizing certain offi- 
cers to sell and exchange certain 
mortgages and tracts of real estate 
of the value of $124,000 owned by 
the defendant for mortgages upon 
real estate situated in Nebraska 
and South Dakota, which were be- 
ing offered by one Louis D. Sna- 
der of Chicago. Although said 
agreement was not in writing, it 
was thereafter fully consummated 
and the Federal Reserve: Life In- 
surance Co. received $124,900 of the 
face amount of the so-called mort- 
gages from the said Louis D. Sna- 
der. Of this amount $51,700 of said 
mortgages have been placed on de- 
posit with the Commissioner of In- 
surance of the State of Indiana and 
the balance of $73,200 of the _ so- 
called mortgages have remained in 
the defendant’s office since the 
date of the consummation of said 
contract. 


Question as to Title. 

“Although it is charged in the 
bill of complaint, upon information 
and belief, that the title to the real 
estate covered by a large part of 
said mortgages had previously been 
sold for taxes and that the land 
covered by the remaining portion 
of the mortgages is unimproved, of 
poor quality and of little or no 
value, the evidence disclosed that 
there has been some question as 
to the title in various tracts of real 
estate and that some $16,000 of 
these mortgages has been refused 
for deposit as a part of its policy 
reserves. It would seem that if 
these mortgages had any value 
whatever, the officers of the de- 
fendant would have placed them on 
deposit with the various depart- 
ments of insurance where it is re- 
quired to maintain reserve depos- 
its, since the company has had a 
shortage in the actual amount of 
its required reserve deposits for 
many months past, as testified to 
by the Commissioner of Insurance 
of Kansas, and a shortage of $159,- 
613.45 as disclosed. by the valuation 
of the @efendant’s own actuary. If 
this exchange agreement on the 
part of the officers is not actually 
tinctured with fraud, it constitutes 
gross mismanagement and dissipa- 
tion of assets, and in my judgment 
should be carefully investigated, 
and if, as may appear, fraudulent, 
the guilty should be punished. 

“The testimony discloses that the 
officers had authorized and paid to 
one Benjamin Fineman of Chicago 
the sum of approximately $25,000 for 
revamping and extending mortgage 
loans in the State of Illinois. This 
payment was based upon a commis- 
sion of 5 per cent which, under the 
circumstances, was not only exorbi- 
tant and excessive, but was properly 
the duty and function of the offi- 


cers of the defendant. The testi- 
mony further discloses that notwith- 
standing the insolvent condition of 
the defendant, its lack of ready cash 
to meet current obligations and de- 
mands of withdrawing policyholders, 
and notwithstanding the wrongful 
management previously mentioned, 
the officers and directors of the de- 
fendant have,. during the past two 
years, paid to themselves and their 
employes excessive salaries in the 
aggregate sum of $180,000 with ex-

(Lucky) Luciano, alleged  over- 
lord of vice in New York City, 
today, with a succession of minor 
witnesses who testified as to the 
operations of what the State de- 
scribes as Luciano’s “syndicate.” 

James Russo, former taxicab driv- 
er, testified he had operated a small 
disorderly house and had been 
forced to pay tribute to Jimmy 
Frederico, described by the State 
as the syndicate’s “general mana- 
ger.” Betty Anderson, 23 years old, 
and Catherine O’Connor, 24, tes- 
tified as to the setup of what they 
said was the Luciano bonding group 
and the commissions paid to “book- 
ies.” 

Nancy Pressler, former artists’ 
model, testified against the defend- 
ants yesterday, and named Luciano 
as the man she heard order “the 
boys” to smash up a disorderly 
house whose operator refused to 
join the syndicate. She burst into 
tears when a defense attorney de- 
manded her true name and her 
birthplace. Finally she admitted 
her name was Mildred Jordan and 
that she came from Kansas. She 
screamed, “I won't tell you” when 
counsel pressed for the name of the 
town. Justice Philip McCook, after 
conferring with her, said she need 
not answer.

PIEROUN ON STAND 
DENIES ANY PART 
IN HOTEL BURNING 


Declares He Did Not In- 


struct Night Clerk to Get 
Watchman Meadows to 
Touch Off Fire. 


Ralph Pierson, co-owner of the 
Buckingham Annex, took the wit- 
ness stand in Circuit Judge James 
M. Douglas’ court today and denied 
that he had any connection with 
the burning of the hotel and the 
loss of seven lives, Dec. 5, 1927. He 
is on trial before a jury for the 
third time on a first degree murder 
charge. 

Testimony was concluded at 
12:45 p. m., and the case will go 
to the jury this afternoon, it was 
expected. The Court’s instructions 
to the jury, and argument of coun- 
sel began after a luncheon recess. 

The defendant, 58 years old and 
white-haired, was in the witness’ 
chair less than 10 minutes, answer- 
ing eight questions by his attor- 
ney, Verne Lacy, and submitting 
to a brief cross-examination by As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney John L. 
Sullivan. 

He denied the statement of Rob- 
ert H. Cotham, former night clerk 
at the Buckingham Hotel, who tes- 
tified last week that Pierson in- 
structed him to get Andrew B. 
Meadows, night watchman at the 
hotel, to start the fire in order that 
the owners might collect the insur- 
ance. Asked by Lacy if he had is- 
sued such instructions, or had dis- 
cussed the receivership of the 
Buckingham Realty Co. with the 
night clerk, Pierson replied, “Abso- 
lutely not.” 

Denies He Paid Either. 

Asked if he had told Cotham that 
Meadows could be persuaded to do 
the job, the defendant stated, “I did 
not.” He also answered in the neg- 
ative when asked if he had given 
money to either of the employes 
before and after the fire, as they 
testified. Cotham testified he 
passed money on from Pierson to 
Meadows, and Meadows said he re- 
ceived $100 from the clerk before 
the fire. 

“Tell the jury whether you had 
anything to do with the fire,” Lacy 
directed. 

“I had nothing to do with it,” 
Pierson stated. 

Replying to his lawyer’s question 
as to the probable cause of the fire, 
the defendant stated he believed 
the blaze resulted from “natural 
causes.” 

Cross-examination was confined to 
the questions and answers in the 
direct testimony, Pierson reiterating 
that he hid no connection with the 
burning of the annex. 


Defense Rests Its Case. 


The defense rested its case at 
noon, after introducing a transcript 
of testimony given at Pierson’s sec- 
ond trial by Dave Hartell, former 
penitentiary guard. Hartell quoted 
Cotham as having told him, when 
Pierson was under a death sen- 
tence following the first trial, that 
Pierson was innocent. According to 
the guard’s testimony, Cotham 
laughed at Pierson’s plight, and 
boasted that he “could tell a lot 
more about the case.” 

In rebuttal to the defense conten- 
tion that Cotham was a mentally 
incompetent witness, the State called 
Dr. F. M. Grogan, superintendent of 
the city sanitarium, and Dr. George 
Johns, superintendent of the St. 
Louis Training School, both of 
whom testified they had held con- 
versations with Cotham since the 
trial began, and had found no indi- 
cation of a mental disorder, 

The rebuttal was concluded with 
the reading of a report by the late 
Isaac T. Cook, receiver for the 
Buckingham Realty Co., placing a 
valuation of $140,000 on the ground 
on which the Buckingham Annex 
stood. 

Cotham’s Testimony Assailed. 

Yesterday, the defense centered 
an attack on Cotham, who is seri- 
ously ill with heart disease and oth- 
er ailments, The former hotel clerk, 
who is serving 10 years in thé Mis- 
souri penitentiary for his part in 
the alleged arson plot, _ testified 
from a hospital cot on which he 
was carried into the courtroom. 

Two physicians, placed on the 
witness stand by Lacy expressed the 
opinion that Cotham was of un- 
sound mind. The witnesses were 
Dr. William T. Hyatt, a former city 
physician, and Dr. Robert W. Kea- 
ney, former superintendent of the 
State asylum at Farmington. Dr. 
Hyatt, reading from Cotham’s med- 
ical record at city hospital, testi- 
fied that the convict had a history 
of social diseases and was given to 
malingering and self-pity. He said 
an individual such as the histories 
described was of unsound mind and 
unreliable. 

Dr. Keaney, basing his opinion 
on observations made while Coth- 
am was testifying, and on the med- 
ical record, testified that the for- 
mer hotel clerk was insane.

given the right to live on some 
standard of decency. 

“In this we have no recommenda- 
tion as to methods of taxation, con- 
sidering this to be the more spe- 
cialized business of the Board of 
Aldermen. However, it is our firm 
conviction that the money may be 
found if the governing body recog- 
nizes the need and the will of the 
people that this problem be met. 
There is no justification for the as- 
sertion that ‘the men who are put- 
ting up the money are getting tired 
of relief. So far as this city is 
concerned, ‘the men who are put- 
ting up the money’ are bridge-cross- 
ers, not property. owners or heads 
of businesses. Virtually our only 
relief expenditure so far has been 
from bonds now being retired from 
the receipts of the Municipal Bridge. 

“We further insist that when 
such moneys are voted the measures 
be not weighted with conditions 
which would hamper the relief ad- 
ministration in its effective use with 
freedom and responsibility. 


Also for Expressions. 

“We call upon all churches, com- 
mercial bodies, civic organizations 
and social agencies to express them- 
selves publicly on this pressing mat- 
ter to the end that a humanly de- 
cent meeting of the need will match 
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the other achievements of the city.”

Dean’s Contract Canceled, 
President and Registrar of 
Indiana School Resign. 


By the Associated Press, 

DANVILLE, Ind., May 26.—Cen- 
tral Normal College, a school of ap- 
proximately 600 students, will have 
a new. president and a registrar “by 
Aug. 16,” as a result of disclosure 
by the Indiana Board of Educa- 
tion that a “diploma mill” had been 
conducted at the institution. 


The Board of Trustees elected 
Dr. C. H. Griffey, a faculty mem- 
ber, president last night to succeed 
President Waldo Wood, and named 
Chester Elson,. a Danville High 
School instructor, to replace Mrs. 
Valentine Pleasant as registrar. 

The board, in a formal statement, 
said President Wood and Registrar 
Pieasant were not responsible for 
the “diploma mill,” but blamed for- 
mer Dean N. W. Pinkerton, whose 
contract was canceled. 

Credits Sold to Students. 

The reorganization followed the 
State board’s charge that some stu- 
dents board’s charge that some stu- 
ceived credits for courses they 
did not study, and that some stu- 
dents had paid a certain considera- 
tion for these credits. 

The trustees said, “There are sev- 
eral records we have found which 
— altered; the only records 
which were made irregular were 
those made and kept by Mr. Pinker- 
ton.” 

President Wood and Registrar 
Pleasant said they had resigned in 
order that the school “might start 
in anew.” 

Pinkerton denied knowledge of 
credits being sold, saying that “all 
of my acts were done by and in the 
knowledge of Dr. Wood and some- 
times at his demand. If there were 
credits sold I do not know for 
whom or who by.” 

Floyd I. McMurray, State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction, an 
alumnus of the college, made the 
disclosures that there had been 
false certification of teacher train- 
ing credits which formthe basis on 
which the State Board of Education 
issues teachers’ licenses. 

“Eight or Ten Cases.” 

The Board of Trustees admitted 
that false entries had been made 
“in eight or ten cases.” 

“There has been nothing irregu- 
lar in the affairs of Central Nor- 
mal College except the charges 
made against Mr. Pinkerton for 
dealing in credits,” a statement by 
the board said:

The question whether some of 
the Federal Government's credit 
agencies cannot be discontinued 
“now that the emergency is over 
was discussed by speakers today 
at the opening business session of 
the forty-sixth annual convention 
of the Illinois Bankers’ Association 
at Hotel Jefferson. 

The credit agencies referred to 
included the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation, Federal De- 
posit Insurance Corporation, Fed- 
eral Housing Administration, Home 
Owners’ Loan Corporation and 
Farm Credit Administration. No 
suggestion was made that all be 
abolished but the speakers made 
the point that they thought that 
some of the loan business which 
the agencies now transact original- 
ly was carried on by private banks 
and should be returned to them. 

Tom K. Smith, president of the 
Boatmen’s National Bank in St. 
louis and first vice-president of 
the American Bankers’ Association, 
said in an address: “The Federal 
Government cannot on the one 
hand insure the solvency of ehar- 
tered banks (through the FDIC) 
and, on the other hand, permit 
Govermental agencies in the bank- 
ing field to take from these char- 
tered banks their sources of 
strength and usefulness by cutting 
rates or indulging in unsound 
banking practices.” 


“Threat to Bank Earnings.” 

Sid Nirdlinger, executive vice- 
president of the First Galesburg 
National Bank & Trust Co. and 
president of the association, said: 
“From 1929 to 1932 banks were 
liquidating their investments as 
rapidly as possible. The income of 
people had dropped sharply and 
many apparently solvent farmers, 
home owners and small merchants 
were being forced out of business 
unnecessarily. 

“The Government then set up 
the machinery to refinance these 
‘people in order that they might 
liquidate their loans with banks, 
insurance companies, and other fi- 
nancial institutions. This.wasg a 
proper procedure at the time and 
the banks greatly benefited by it. 
Although these were apparently 
emergency measures, elaborate ma- 
chinery had been set up for these 
organizations and, naturally, there 
is some hesitation on their part to 
liquidate their business. 

“In addition, local agencies of 
the organizations, who had built up 
a good business and good living 
from them, are still atfxious to con- 
tipue. The banks must now, from 
necessity, take over: the business 
of these organizations and are now 
asking the Government lending 
agencies gradually to liquidate, or 
to lend on a comparative basis. 
Normal bank earnings require that 
the banks make these loans. This 
is one of the most serious threats 
to bank earnings that we now 
have.” 

Banks Want the Business. 

Many of the loans made by the 
Governmental agencies, especially 
by the FHA, the HOLC and the 
FCA, are smal! “local” loans. Nird- 
linger related that during the de- 
pression, demand for these loa 
from private banks dropped off but 
was now picking up. 

“With the tremendous increase in 
deposits,” he said, “and the result- 
ing increase in liquidity, bankers 
are now anxious to make local 
loans and the number and amount 
of them is slowly but steadily in- 
creasing, both due to some increase 
in business and to the desire of 
the banker to take on a new class 
of business in the persona! and in- 
staliment loan fields. .

Balance Sheet Filed With Massa- 
chusetts Tax Officials Gives 
Figures.

BOSTON, May 26.—The private- 
ly-owned Ford Motor Co. made a 
profit of $3,565,617 in 1935, a bal- 
ance sheet filed with Massachus- 
etts tax authorities shows. The 
figure is $3,294,845 lower than the 
company’s 1934 profit. 

Massachusetts alone among the 
states compels the filing of such a 
statement, which affords the only 
public indication of the profits of 
the Detroit company. Statements 
of the Canadian Ford Co. also are 
public record. 

The company’s profit is equiva- 
lent to $1.03 a share on the 3,452,900 
shares, entirely held by Ford, his

ROBBER, ONCE GIVEN 
FE GET 20 YEARS 


Richard Krebs. Found Guilty 
as an Habitual 
Criminal. 


Richard Krebs, a former convict, 
#4 years old, was found guilty as 
an habitual criminal of robbery 
with a deadly weapon yesterday in 
Circuit Judge Robert J. Kirkviood’ 
court by a jury which fixed his pun- 
ishment at 20 years in prison. 

Convicted once before of the 
charge, Krebs was sentenced to life 
imprisonment, but that conviction 
was set aside by the Supreme Court 
because of an error in the manner 
in which the habitual criminal 
charge was set out. 

Krebs was identified by H. W. 
Langley, salesman for the Sadlo- 
Faber Motor Co., 4933 Natural 
Bridge avenue, as one of two armed 
men who robbed him of his auto- 
mobile at the office of the company 
on the night of July 28, 1932. The 
robbers also took another automo- 
bile, and $26 in cash. 

Fires His Attorney. 

Krebs’ only defense was his sim- 
ple statement that he was not the 
robber. He wanted to elaborate 
that statement, but his counsel, ap- 
pointed by the Court, checked him. 
Then from the witness stand Krebs 
told the attorney he was fired, that 
he would conduct his own defense. 
Judge Kirkwood, at the request of 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Henry 
W. Simpson, advised Krebs he 
could not discharge his lawyer be- 
cause he had been appointed by 
the court, and warned him that any 
further statement would open the 
way for extensive cross-examination 
by the State. Krebs came to the 
conclusion then that he had said 
enough, and stepped down from the 
witness stand. 

The defendant continued to in- 
terrupt the trial, however, and 
when Judge Kirkwood was reading 
his instructions to the jury arose 
several times to say: “Your Honor, 
I object to your procedure.” 

When the verdict was returned, 
after the jury had deliberated for 
45 minutes, Krebs cried out “I’m 
not guilty!” Deputy Sheriffs led 
him away. 

Arrested Near Robbery Scene. 
He was arrested several months 
after the robbery at the motor 
company when a watchman inter- 
rupted a burglary at the caddy 
house on the University City muni- 
cipal golf course. An automobile 
stolen from the motor company 
was found in the weeds nearby, 
and Krebs was lying under’ the 
porch. 

In 1921, when Krebs was a night 
student at Central High School, he 
was sentenced to 15 years in prison 
on two charges of robbery and one 
of assault. He confessed five hold- 
ups, an attempted payroll robbery 
and the theft of three automobiles 
in a six-week period. He was re- 
leased in 1929 under the merit rule, 
after serving seven-twelfths of his 
sentence.

SX WEN KILLED 
N PLANE CRASH I 
NORTHERN QUEBE 


Veteran Pilot, Mechanic 
and Four Members of 
Gold Mining Party Lose 
Lives in Disaster. 


By the Associated Press. 

AMOS, Quebec, May 26.—Six men 
were killed in the crash of a Ca- 
nadian passenger plane in the wilds 
of Northern Quebec Sunday. 

News of the disaster was not re- 
ceived here until late last night. 

A General Airways pilot, Gath 
Edwards, searching for the missing 
ship found the overturned wreck- 
age about half a mile from Chi- 
bougamau Lake, about 100 miles 
northeast of this gold mining town 
and 250 miles northwest of Quebec. 


The passengers were understood 
to have been returning to Rouyn, 
Quebec, a mining center 50 miles 
fram here, after an inspection tour 
of ‘northern properties. All occu- 
pants of the plane were killed. 
The dead: W. H. Clarke, General 
Airways pilot, veteran flyer in the 
northern mining countr¢? of Que- 
bec province; George Millhan, me- 
chanic; four passengers, three of 
them unidentified and the fourth 
reported from Rouyn to be Leo 
Springer, mining man and head of 
Ceres Explorations, Ltd. 

The other three passengers were 
understood to be prospectors taken 
aboard the plane at Father Lake 
and Presquile to join Springer’s 
inspection party. 

On Way for Inquiry. 
Aviators were inclined to attrib- 
ute the crash to adverse flying 
conditions but Government officials 
and General Airways executives 
hastened to the scene for an in- 
quiry. - 
Capt. A. Roy Brown, president of 
General Airways, left Toronto’ by 
train for Timagami, there to change 
to a plane. 
An inspector from the civil avi- 
ation branch of the Department ‘of 
National Defense arranged to leave 
Ottawa by plane to investigate the 
crash. 
Other planes are expected to fly 
into the Chibougamau Lake region 
from Rouyn, carrying a Coroner 
and other officials. 


First Crash in Region. 


The deaths were the first in the 
years of flying to and from the 
gold mining country. 
Pilot Clarke, who left a wife and 
child, had been flying in that area 
for eight years. 
“He was the first pilot to ex- 
plore the northern mining district 
by plane,” Stuart Graham, inspec- 
tor for the civil aviation branch of 
the Department of National De- 
fense, said at Montreal. 


“Weather conditions never both- 
ered him. He braved the worst of 
storms, whether day or night, but 
always reached his destination safe- 
ly and made a reputation for him- 
self as one of the most daring pi- 
lots of the north country.” 

During the influenza epidemic of 
1929 Clarke flew Indians from Ope- 
miska, Guellam Lake and Dore to 
receive medical attention at Amos. 
Earlier, he piloted Springer into 
the district on a trip that opened 
up the Opemiska region. That 
flight was made in 10-degrees-below- 
zero weather. Springer was one of 
the original stakers of the Opemis- 
ka gold mines.

His Remarks Are Termed “De 
structive to Advancement of Pro- 
bation and Parole.? 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 26. 
The National Probation Association 
asked President Roosevelt and At- 


torney-General Cummings yester- 
day*to stop J. Edgar Hoover, Di- 
rector of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation, from issuing  state- 
ments “destructive to the advance- 
ment of probation and parole.” 

The association, meeting with the 
National Conference of Social 
Work, adopted a resolution which 
said Hoover “has in a number of 
recent addresses indicated lack of 
knowledge of the purposes, methods 
and accomplishments of the proba- 
tion and parole” and has used “un- 
fair and misleading statements 
which have tended to retard the 
development of the important 
agencies for crime control.”

OBJECTION TO CANDIDACY 
OF JAMES J, BARRETT FILED 


JEFFERSON CITY, May. 26-—A 
formal objection to the candidacy 
of James J. Barrett for the Repub- 
lican nomination for Governor on 
the grounds he has not been a 
resident of Missouri for the last 
seven years as required by law was 
filed in the Secretary of State's of- 


fice yesterday by Thomas F. Mc- 
Donald, former president of the St. 
Louis Bar Association. 

McDonald contended that Bar- 
rett abandoned his Missouri citi- 
zenship in 1939 when he obtained 
a divorce in Reno, Nev., and under 
oath stated he was a resident of 
Nevada and that. it was his in- 
tention to make that State his 
home and residence. He asked that 
Secretary of State Dwight W. 
Brown declare Barrett’s candidacy 
invalid. 

Brown said he would refer the 
matter to Attorney-General McKit- 
trick, who was out of town yester- 
day, for an opinion. When the 
question was first brought up in 
February, Barrett denied he aban- 
doned his Missouri citizenship in 
establishing a residence in Nevada, 
and asserted he would take the 
case to the Supreme Court, if nec- 
essary, if an attempt were made 
to keep kis name off the ballot.

Witness Says $7500 He In- 
vested for Her in 1898 Grew 
to $37,000 in 1934. 


Conclusion of testimony was 
expected today in the suit of 
Charles T. Kollas and Mrs. Ha- 
zel Hartig to break the will of 
their great-aunt, Mrs. Frida Will, 
on the ground that she was mental- 
ly unsound when she bequeathed 
the bulk of her $280,000 estate to 
the St. Louis Altenheim and only 
$10,000 to them. 

Today is the seventh day of the 


proceeding before a jury, with Cir- 
cuit Judge Frank C. O'Malley pre- 
siding for Circuit Judge O'Neill 
Ryan, who became ill May 18, the 
day the jury was selected. Testi- 
mony of witnesses for the Alten- 
heim and other beneficiaries of 


Mrs. Will’s estate, joined together 
as proponents of her will, was con- 
tinued today, with F. E. Niesen, 
1234 Bellevue avenue, retired in- 
vestment and real estate dealer, on 
the stand. : 

He began his testimony yester- 
day afternoon. He said his wife, 
an invalid who was unable to go 
to court, was Mrs. Will’s cousin. An 
investment of $7500 he made for the 
elderly widow in 1898, he said, 
amounted to $37,000 at her death in 
1934. The $7500 was the proceeds 
of the sale of her home for the site 
of the Mount St.“Rose Sanitorium 
at 9101 South Broadway. She never 
touched the income from the in- 
vestment. 

Altenheim Her Hobby. 

The Altenheim, according to the 
witness, was her hobby. As to her 
mental state and disposition, Niesen 
testified she was pleasant, agree- 
able, not a gossip, and of sound 
mentality—in short, he said, “a mar- 
velous woman.” 

Several members of the Ladies’ 
Auxiliary of the Altenheim, among 
them Mrs. Hedwig ,Osthaus, 3536 
Pestalozzi street, Mrs. Ella S. Herr, 
president, 3816 Utah place, and 
Mrs. Emil N. Tolkacz, testified 
that the Altenheim seemed to be 
Mrs. Will’s chief interest, and that 
she appeared rational and capable 
of conducting her affairs in 1924 
when her will was drawn. 

Ferdinand Messmer, president of 
the Messmer Brass Co., and treas- 


urer of the Altenheim, gave testi- 


mony intended to dispute Kollas’ 
stand that the organization was not 
a charity. The Altenheim, the wit- 
ness said, with about $450,000 in 
assets, is tax exempt as a non- 
profit making institution. He was 
the only paid officer, receiving $50 
a month for his services. 

These are 117 residents at the 
Home, although the capacity is 
but 115, he testified. Applications of 
persons under 65 years of age are 
rejected and the persons admitted 
must turn over at least $1000 to 
the home. Other property they 
own must be surrendered, too, he 
said. He estimated the cost of 
maintaining a resident at about

Physicians Testify. 

Two physicians, Dr. Sidney 
Schwab and Dr. E. W. McBrat- 
ney, who attended Mrs. Will from 
time to time, testified that her 
physical and mental health was 
normal. “She had a keen mental- 
ity,” Dr. McBratney said. “She was 
an intelligent, dignified woman.” 

Dr. Schwab, his recollection of 
her visits refreshed by notes he 
had taken at the time, said she 
suffered from no serious physical 
ailment, but seemed somewhat de- 
pressed, apparently from loneliness 
and the absence of many of her 
friends. She was inclined to criti- 
cise herself for not doing more 
charity work. . She had little con- 
tact with the outside world, but 
she appeared deeply concerned with 
the affairs of the Altenheim and 
discussed them and other matters 
rationally and at length. “She 
seemed a gracious old lady,” the 
witness concluded.

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SUPREME COURT INVALIDATES 
STOCKYARDS RATE ORDER 


Says Kansas City Concerns Were 
Not Given Proper Hearing 
in Advance.

WASHINGTON, May 26.—The 
Supreme Court upset yesterday an 
order by Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace fixing maximum charges 
by marketing agencies at the Kan- 
sas City stockyards. The case was 
sent back to lower courts for furth- 
er proceedings. 


The Fred O. Morgan Sheep Com- 
mission Co. and 49 other concerns 


t the suit which attacked 
eee ashes order, as far as it pre 
scribed maximum charges for sell- 
ing livestock, as arbitrary and as 
depriving the plantiffs of property 
without due process of law. The 50 
cases were consolidated. 


The court’s opinion held that the 
marketing concerns had not been 
given a proper hearing before issu- 
ance of the order. 

In April, 1930, the Secretary had 
directed an inquiry into the rea- 
sonableness of rates. An order pre- 
scribing maximum rates followed 
in May, 1932. Although a rehearing 
was granted in July, 1932, the or- 
der was reissued as of June 14, 1933. 

One of the allegations was that

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UTILITIES ARGUED IN COURT 


Newton D. Baker Says It Would 
Destroy Private Firms; Govern- 
ment Attacks Monopoly. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 26. — New- 
ton D. Baker, attorney for four pri- 
vate power companies, argued in 
the District of Columbia Supreme 
Court today that Public Works Ad- 
ministration electric projects would 
result in an “willful destruction” 
of private property. He asked the 
court to grant an injunction for- 
bidding PWA to advance money 


for the construction of 10 munic- 
ipal power projects in Alabama, 
Texas, Oklahoma and Iowa. 

“The loss involved threatens to 
be $3,619,000,” Baker declared. “If 
Your Honor and I saw our houses 
on fire, we would need more conso- 
lation than the presence of the 
Public Works Administratot on the 
sidewalk telling us that the blaze 
was in the public interest.” 

Jerome Frank, WPA _ counsel, 
argued that municipal power proj- 
ects would tend to break up a 
monopoly held by private utility 
companies. The power companies 
Hed no right to sue, Frank contend- 
ed, because the courts recognized 
no duty to preserve private monop- 
olies. 

“These firms have no right to 
complain of competition by the 
Government or by anyone else,” 
Frank declared. “No person or cor-

ation has a right to a permanent 


monopoly.” 

In denying that the projects were 
a “wasteful duplication” of existing 
plants, he quoted an epigram of the 
late Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes: 
“Free competition is worth more to 
society than it costs.” 


ROBERT LUCAS’ URGES LOWDEN 
FOR CHAIRMAN OF CONVENTION 


Former Republican Executive Di- 
rector Assails Control by 
Hilles Organization. 

WASHINGTON, May 26.—Robert 
H. Lucas, former executive director 
of the Republican National Com- 


mittee, urged Republican conven- 
tion delegates today to pick former 
Gov. Frank O. Lowden of Illinois 
for permanent chairman. 

Proposing a revolt against the ar- 
rangements committee’s proposal 
that the post go to Representative 
Snell of New York, Lucas said in 
a circular letter that Lowden had 
“the confidence of the country” 
and was “not controlled and can 
not be influenced by thé special 
interests.” 

Laicas, who is a Kentucky dele- 
gate, said that a “defeatist psychol- 
ogy is creeping over the Republi- 
can Party” owing to “the absence 
of able, unselfish, courageous and 
fighting leadership.” 

“This fight can be won,” he said

Taxes Take $7500 of $25,000-a-Year Salary; 
Expenses Exceed Rest—Friends Had to 
Help Lord Asquith.

LONDON, May 26.—Prime Min- 
ister Stanley Baldwin is still try- 
ing to make up his mind about 
when to ask for an increase in his 
salary of 5000 pounds (nearly $25,- 
000) a year—a figure which draws 
comparison with King Edward's 
new annual allowance of 410,000 
pounds, (nearly $2,050,000) and 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt's 
$75,000. 

Last week Baldwin told members 
of Parliament that the question of 
revising his salary and those of the 
other Cabinet ministers, was still 
under consideration. However, it 
is thought that something may be 
done about it in the remaining few 
weeks of the present session of 
Parliament, the international situ- 
ation and the British budget leak 
scandal permitting. 

The House of Commons three 
months ago went on record as fa- 
voring elimination of anomalies in 
the existing scale of ministerial sal- 
aries by giving all cabinet mem- 
bers 5000 pounds, excepting the 


Prinme Minister who was to have 
an increase. Noa bill was presented 
but it has been suggested that the 
Prime Minister deserves eight or 
10 thousand pounds. At present 
seven members of the 22 cabinet 
members get only 2000 pounds 
(about $10,000) annually. Members 
of the United States cabinet draw 
$15,000 each. 
Premier’s Prestige Falling. 


If Baldwin really wanted an in- 
crease he could have named his 
own figure about the time of the 
November election which returned 
him to power. Since than his stock 
has dropped to a record low and 


there is a feeling that with or with- 


out an increase he will not last 
long in the Premiership. White- 
hall gossips have it that he is grow- 
ing deaf and weary and would re- 
tire now except that he is under 
fire and that his family wants him 
to remain in office until after the 
King’s coronation next May. 

Strictly speaking, the Prime Min- 
ister receives no salary as such, 
his 5000 pounds being derived 
through holding the sinecure of- 
fice of First Lord of the Treasury. 
Out of this 5000 pounds the Prime 
Minister has to pay 1500 pounds in 
taxes and 2000 or so for household 
expenses at 10 Downing street, leav- 
ing him only 1500 for entertainment 
and other expenses. The result is 
that every Prime Minister is out 
of pocket several thousand pounds 
annually. 

More than once in former days 
Parliament has had to pay the 
debts of the retiring Prime Minister 
or grant him a pension. More re- 
cently Lord Oxford and Asquith, 
Prime Minister for nearly eight 
years, left office so poor his friends 
took up a collection for him. 

Free possession of the Downing 
street residence granted the Prime 
Minister is a mixed blessing. Tes- 
tifying before the 1920 Committee 
which recommended better Cabinet 
salaries, Asquith said that although 
residence was free from rent and 
taxes it required a large staff of 
servants and it was an expensive 
house to run. He said, “I suspect 
myself that any Prime Minister who 
had the expense of it as I had, 
would, if he were offered the choice, 
rather not live in it at all.” 

Baldwin has said, “The electric 
light and gas bilis are enormous.”

Another former Premier, J. Ram- 
say MacDonald, has said, “Any 
Prime Minister in this country 
without a private income would-be 
on the poor law in two years after 
he left office unless he was sup- 
ported by his friends.” 

In addition to the Downing street 
residence the Prime Ministers have 
a free country home at Chequers, 
but there, too, housekeeping ex- 
penses are high. 

Considering the present high cost 
ef living, Baldwin is probably the 
poorest paid Prime Minister in 
Great Britain’s history. The 5000 
pound salary was fixed back when 
a pound was a pound. Moreover, 
some of Baldwin’s predecessors 
were permitted to draw additional 
salary on the side. Lord North, for 
instance, drew 10,000 pounds a year. 
He and William Pitt and Lord Liv- 
erpool, when they were Prime Min- 
isters, also held juicy sinecures of 
Lord Wardens of the Cinque Ports.

Tried It In America. 


IGHT-HAND racing was at-

Four Right-Hand Derbies. 


T that, the English Derby on ° 


four occasions was run right- 
hand. That was in 1915-16-17-18, 
World War years. The ‘race was 
taken to Newmarket track: more 
than 90 miles from London, 

The Newmarket course prac- 
tically just two sides of an 
obtuse angle and the horses run 
with the right side to the pole 
for all events. It is here that the 
famous Cesarewitch Stakes are 
contested as well as the Cam- 
bridgeshire. 

The Derby changed its name, 
for the time, and was called the 
New Derby. It returned to Ep- 
som after the Armistice. 

That Newmarket is an easier 
course than Epsom the time 


seems to attest. Pommern, the 
winner in 1915, covered the dis- 
tance in 2:32 35 and Gainsbor- 
ough ran it in 2:33 1-5, both faster 
than the best Epsom time. 

However, time means little to 
British racing. For years time 
was unofficial and the stop-watch 
today is not regarded in England 
as the best proof of a thorough- 
bred’s merit. 


Another “Sweep” Feature. 


HE Derby, like the Grand 

National Steeplechase, is one 
of the big “sweepstakes” fea- 
tures. In fact the derby was made 
the basis of the original “sweep,” 
the Calcutta Pool. 

The spread of the sweepstakes 
idea across the Atlantic and to 
other countries has caused a tre- 
mendous interest in this event 
the result of which will be awaited 
eagerly in practically every coun- 
try where horse racing is popular. 

The big English sweeps are 
through—the Calcutta, Stock BEx- 
change and others were ditched 
by a hostile law this year. But 
the Dublin Hospital Sweepstakes 
still distributes a couple of mil- 
lion to successful American ticket 
purchasers. 

A background of more than a 
century and a half give the Derby 
prestige that no “pool” can en- 
hance. 

The race itself has always car- 
ried a good eward to the win- 
ning owner and today ranks with 
some of the richest in the U. S. 
Tomorrow's winner will receive 
something like $50,000 and as long 
ago as 1866 the Derby victor was 
paid $37,750, a really formidable 
sum for those times. A peak of 
$63,000 was reached in 1927 when 
Call Boy won. The modern low 
came, of course, during the war 
years, when the prize dwindled to 
$12,000.

It subsequently was dis- 
covered that Running Rein, the 
supposed three-year-old, was real- 
ly a four-year-old named Macca- 
beus parading under a new paint 
job.

The real winner was 
Orlando, the runner-up to the 
supposed Running Rein. No oth-

Ladies First. 


ERHAPS it will surprise some 

to learn that the Oaks, for 
three-year-old fillies, antedates 
the Derby by one year. 

The popular myth was that the 
Derby revealed the weakness of 
the fillies and that a separate race 
was then arranged. But the rec- 
ords show the Oaks really was 
first run in 1779 and the Derby 
in 1780. 


In fact, fillies several times 
have won the English Derby in 
150 years, although only one has 
won the Kentucky Derby in more 
than 60 years. 

The first filly to win, say the 
records, was Eleanor, 1801, and it 
was 56 years later that another 
filly, Blink Bonny, led home her 
field. Shotover (1882), Signoretta 
(1809), Tagalie (1912) and Fifin- 
ella (1916) were the other fillies 
to win. Three times within a 
space of nine years, the female of 
the species proved stronger than 
the male. 

Some day one will go over in 
the Kentucky Derby at eye-open- 
ing odds, with all of us “looking 
out the window.”

‘Municipal Bankruptcy Act Beyond 
~ Powers Either of States or Nation, 
Supreme Court Majority Declares 


Four of Nine Justices Dispute This, Holding 
‘That Local Governments By Consent 


May Waive Their Sovereignty.

WASHINGTON, May 26. — The 
5-to-4 division of the United States 
Supreme Court yesterday in the 
municipal bankruptcy case raises 
the interesting question of whether 
in the American form of dual gov- 
ernment decreed by the Constitu- 
tion there are areas over which 
neither the Federal Government nor 


the states have jurisdiction. 

The majority opinion, written by 
Justice McReynolds, held that the 
Federal bankruptcy laws could not 
be extended to~local governments, 
even with the consent of their 
states. His réasoning was to the 
effect that since the Federal Gov- 
ernment could not’ tax local and 
state governments, it was likewise 
prohibited from interfering with 
their fiscal affairs by including 
them in the bankruptcy statutes. 

The minority opinion, written by 
Justice Cardozo, limited the ques- 
tion to the issues in the instant 
case—that of a Texas water im- 
provement district—and upheld the 
1934 local government bankruptcy 
act as amended. 


Minority’s Contention. 


The minority declared that since 
the Constitution prohibits a state 
from passing any law that will im- 
pair the obligations of existing con- 
tracts, if insolvent local govern- 
ments are to be helped through the 
period in which they cannot collect 
sufficient taxes, “relief must come 
from Congress if it is to come from 
anyone.” 

The majority rejected this view 
and, quoting from the AAA Hoosac 
case, said: 

“The difficulties arising out ,of 
our dual form of government, and 
the opportunities for differing opin- 
ions concerning the relative rights 
of state and national governments 
are many; but for a very long time 
this court has steadfastly adhered 
to the doctrine that the taxing pow- 
er of Congress does not extend to 
the states or their political subdi- 
visions. The same basic reasoning 
which leads to that conclusion, we 
think, requires like limitation upon 
the power which springs from the 
bankruptcy clause.” ae 

Throughout the majority opinion 
ran the comparison of the Federal 
Government’s taxing power with its 
power, granted by Section 8, Clause 
4, Article 1 of the Constitution “to 
establish uniform laws on the sub- 
ject of bankruptcies.” 
| Lower Court Upheld. 

_* “The power to establish uniform 
laws on the subject of bankrupt- 
cies,” the majority said, “can have 
no higher rank or importance in 
our scheme of Government than 
the power ‘to lay and collect taxes.’ 

“Both are granted by the same 
section of the Constitution, and we 
find no reason for saying that one 
is impliedly limited by the neces- 
sity of preserving independence of 
the states, while the other is not. 
Accordingly, as application of the 
statutory provisions now before us 
might materially restrict’ respond- 
ent’s control over its fiscal affairs, 
| the trial court rightly declared 
|'them invalid. 
| “Tf Federal bankruptcy laws can 
be extended to respondent, why not 
to the state? If voluntary proceed- 
ings may be permitted, so may in- 
voluntary ones, subject of course to 
any inhibition of the Eleventh 
Amendment. If the state were pro- 
ceeding under a statute like the 
present one, with terms _. broad 
|}enough to include her, apparently 
‘the problem would not be material- 
‘ly different. Our special concern 
is with the existence of the power 
claimed, not merely the immediate 


attempted. And it is of the first 
importance that due attention be 
given to the results which might 
_be brought about by the exercise 
of such a power in the future. 


Purpose of Bankruptcy. 


“The especial purpose of all bank- | 
is to interfere | 


ruptcy legislation 
with the relations between the par- 
ties concerned—to change, modify 
or impair the obligation of their 
contracts. The statute before us 
expresses this design in plain terms. 
It undertakes to extend the sup- 
posed power of the Federal Govern- 
ment incident to bankruptcy over 
any embarrassed district which 
may apply to the court. 

“If obligations of states or their 
political subdivisions may be sub- 
jected to the interference here at- 
| tempted, they are no longer free to 
/ Manage their own affairs; the will 
of Congress prevails over them; al- 
though inhibited, the right to tax 
might be less sinister. And really 
the sovereignty of the State, so 
often declared necessary to the 
Federal system, does not exist. 

“The Constitution was careful to 
provide that ‘no state shall pass any 
law impairing the obligation of 
contracts.. This she may not do 
under the form of.a bankruptcy act 
or otherwise, nor do we think she 
can accomplish the same end by

United States vs. Butler, decided 
Jan. 6, 1936, 297 U. S. lL. The sov- 
ereignty of the state essential to 
its proper functioning under the 
Federal Constitution cannot be sur- 
rendered; it cannot be taken away 
by any form of legislation. 

“Like any sovereignty, a state 
may voluntarily consent to be sued; 
may permit actions against her po- 
litical subdivisions to enforce their 
obligations. Such proceedings 
against these subdivisions have 
often been entertained in Federal 
courts. But nothing in this tends 
to support the view that the Yed- 
eral Government, acting under the 
bankruptcy clause, may impose its 
will and impair state powers—pass 
laws inconsistent with the idea of 
sovereignty.” 


The Dissenting Opinion. 

The minority opinion said the is- 
sue at question was a narrow one, 
namely: 

“Is there power in the Congress 
under the Constitution of the United 
States to permit local governmental 
units generally, and irrigation or 
water improvement districts in par- 
ticular, to become voluntary bank- 
rupts with the consent of their re- 
spective states?” 

The minority quoted at some 
length that the hearings before 
Congress disclosed that in Jan- 
uary, 1934, more than 2000 munici- 
palities were in default on their ob- 
ligations, and that the plight of the 
creditors was worse. than that of 
the debtors. It also pointed out 
that the scope of bankruptcy laws 
was constantly enlarging. 

“The act fox the relief of local 
government units,” the minority 
said, “is a stage in’an evolution- 
ary process which is likely to be 
misconceived unless regarded as a 
whole. 

“Throughout that evolutionary 
process, the court has hewn a 
straight path. Disclaiming a willing- 
ness to bind itself by a cramping 
definition, it has been able none the 
less to indicate with clearness the 
main lines of its approach.” 

Noting that the Texas water im- 
provement district had no assets to 
surrender, the minority said that 
the situation was such as would call 
very clearly for the exercise by a 
court of bankruptcy of its distinc- 
tive jurisdiction if the debtor were 
a natural person or a private cor- 
poration. 

Reply to Majority. 

In answer to the majority’s decla- 
ration that if the Federal law were 
applied to local units it might be 
applied to states against their will, 
the minority said: 

“The question is not here wheth- 
er the statute would be valid if it 
made provision for involuntary 
bankruptcy, dispensing with the 
consent of the state and with that 
of the bankrupt subdivision. For 
present purposes one may assume 
that there would be in such condi- 
tions a dislocation of that balance 
between the powers of the states 
and the powers of the central gov- 
ernment, which is essential to our 
Federal system. To read into the 
bankruptcy clause an exception or 
proviso to the effect that’ there 
shall be no disturbance of the Fed- 
eral framework by any bankruptcy 
proceeding is to do no more than 
(has already been done with refer- 
ence to the power of taxation by 
decisions known of all men. 

“The statute now in question does 
not dislocate that balance. It has 
been framed with sedulous regard 
to the structure of the Federal sys- 
tem. The governmental units of 
the state may not act under this 
Statute except through the medium 
of a voluntary petition which will 
evince their own consent, their own 
submission to the judicial power. 
Even that is not enough; the peti- 
tion must be accompanied by the 
written approval of the state, when- 
ever such consent is necessary 
virtue of the local law. 

Quoting historic cases that “to 
overcome an act of Congress in- 
validity must be proved beyond a 
reasonable doubt,” the minority de- 
clared that “sufficient reasons do 
not appear for excluding political 
subdivisions from the bankruptcy 
jurisdiction if the jurisdiction is so 
exerted as to maintain the equilibri- 
um between state and national pow- 
er.”

“Persuasive analogies tell us,” the 
minority continued, “that consent 
will preserve a balance threatened 
with derangement. A state may 
not tax the instrumentalities of the 
central government. It may do se 
however, if the central government 
consents.

The espionage plot charge against 
Eberlein, reported to have been a 
member of both the Nazi and So- 
viet secret police at the same time, 
was based on a contention that he 
was “paymaster” for Communist 
agitators in France and Algeria, 
When arrested, Eberlein bore a 
forged passport in the name of Dan- 
iel Nielsen, a leader of the Social- 
Democratic party of Denmark, and 
said he was a Dane. 

Police said Eberlein was a Com- 
munist member of the Prussian 
Landtag (Parliament) under the 
German Republic. When Hitler 
came into power, they said, Eber- 
lein embraced National Socialism 
and was made a member of the 
Gestapo, German secret police. 
French offiicals asserted he re- 
mained secretly in the employ of 
the Communists, continuing his con- 
nections with Moscow.

tion. On May 9, the Italian Government 
formally announced its annexation of the 
until then- free and sovereign Empire of 
Ethiopia. When Japan, in 1932 announced 
the annexation of Manchuria, or, as 
Japan euphemistically put it, the setting 
up of the “autonomous” state of Man- 
choukuo, the United States enunciated 
the Stimson doctrine, which denied recog- 
nition of territorial acquisition by con- 
quest. This principle was reaffirmed by 
the United States in June, 1934, at Rio de 
Janeiro, when it participated in the Pan- 
American treaty that agreed not to rec- 
ognize any territorial change not brought 
about by pacific means, 

But the United States Legation is still 
maintained at Addis Ababa. Does that 
mean that our Government is according 
the Italian conquest a de facto recogni- 
tion? The question is far from merely 
academic, Any nation that maintains 
diplomatic (commercial) relations with 
the ge agg government in Ethiopia 
is aiding the Italians to consolidate and 
make profitable their victory. 

Under the Johnson Act, Italy cannot 
obtain any loans in the United States to 
aid her in exploiting Ethiopia, because 
Italy is one of the defaulting war debtors 
to this country. However, if diplomatic 
relations are continued, that fact would 
uncloud any question of the legality of 
the Italian occupation, and private Amer- 
ican capital could feel quite free to invest 
in Ethiopian enterprises at any invita- 
tion by Italy. Should this happen, it will 
place the United States in the queer posi- 
tion of aiding Mussolini's banditry.

Dr. Fishbein’s Speech. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
_ keen interest, a representative 
audience of St. Louis doctors listened 
expectantly for wise counsel] concerning 
the present hopelessly entangled crisis in 
American medicine when Dr. Morris Fish- 
bein spoke here recently. They heard 
instead, and with regret, a breezy dis- 
course, entertaining in the extreme, but 
irrelevant and sadly lacking in sympathy. 
The thought that came irrepressibly to 
the minds of Dr. Fishbein's respectful but 
discriminating audience was that the 
medical profession's salvation would not 
come from obstructionism, but rather 
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CAN THE COURT BE “PACKED”? 

The facile assumption keeps cropping up in print 
that Mr. Roosevelt (1) can validate the New Deal by 
“packing” the Supreme Court, and (2) that this is 
what he will try to do if re-elected. With the sec- 
ond of these propositions we are not here concerned. 
The first does not stand the test of analysis. 

One of the main pillars of the New Deal. was NRA, 
with its attempted control over wages and hours in 
industry. The New Deal in this vital respect could 
only be validated by a complete about-face on the 
part of the Supreme Court. Rejecting the interpre- 
tation of the commerce clause offered by the Gov- 
ernment, the Supreme Court held that Congress had 
no power to regulate wages and hours in intrastate 
business with only an indirect bearing on commerce 
In other words, the general wage 
and hour structure of industry could not be conati- 
tutionally regulated by Congress. The court was a 

unit on this point and the meaning of its opinion 
was unmistakable. 

In a separate concurring opinion, Justice Cardozo, 
of the so-called liberal wing of the court, could find 
in the commerce clause “no authority for the regu- 

‘lation of wages and hours in the intrastate trans- 
actions” making up the defendants’ business in the 
test case submitted to the court. He indicted the 
Recovery Act also,.as did the court as a whole, for 
improper delegation of legislative power to the Pres- 
ident. In the language of Justice Cardozo, this was 
“delegation running riot.” 

* . . 

The important point, for our present discussion, is 
that the decision of the Supreme Court against NRA, 
on the two counts named, was 9 to 0. There has 
since been new evidence of unanimity in the court 
against the attempted regulation of wages and hours 
in intrastate industry, for, although the court divided 
6 to 3 in the Guffey coal case, the minority ruled 
only on the price-fixing sections of the act, which 
they upheld, and declined, on procedural grounds, to 
pass on the sections relating to wages and hours. 
Thus, the opinion of the three did no violence to their 
finding in the Schechter (NRA) case. 

Suppose Mr. Roosevelt, by some stroke of fate, 
should have the appointment of nine new members 
of the court to replace the present members. Can 
anyone imagine that he would be able to find five men 
of Supreme Court caliber—assuming a desire on his 
part to “pack” the court—who would place a “liberal” 
construction on the commerce clause not placed upon 
it by Justices Brandeis, Cardozo and Stone? Or, if 
Mr. Roosevelt could find five men of that presumed 
way of thinking and seek to put them on the court, 
in what would obviously be an effort to “pack” the 
court, can anyone imagine that even thie most pliant 
of Senates would confirm them? 

But it is said that Mr. Roosevelt might persuade 
Congress to enlarge the size of the court, as Con- 
gress has a constitutional right to do. In this event, 
the House as well as the Senate would have to act. 
A favorable decision on the philosophy of the NRA, 
over the votes of the nine men who have condemned 
it, could only be obtained through the creation of 
10 new judgeships. That would be only one of the 
three conditions prerequisite to Supreme Court vali- 
dation of the wages and hours theory of NRA. After 
(1) joint action by the House and Senate creating 
10 new Judges, these Judges (2) would have to be 
confirmed by the Senate and then‘(3) they would 
have to vote en masse against the nine old members. 

Any notion that those three conditions could be 
fulfilled is too absurd to warrant serious discussion. 

The test we have applied to the “packing” argu- 
ment in the case of NRA is applicable likewise to 
the other instances in which the court has returned 

a heavily-weighted verdict against the New Deal. The 
decision against the Frazier-Lemke Farm Moratori- 
um Act was by 9 to 0, with Justice Brandeis deliv- 
ering the opinion; against the NIRA in the “hot oil” 
case, 8 to 1; against the President in the case grow- 
ing out of the dismissal of Trade. Commissioner 
Humphrey, 9 to 0. 


But it is argued, largely as a result of the 6-to-3 
division in the court against the AAA and the Guffey 
Coal Act, that two changes in the court’s personnel— 
that is, the replacement of two “conservatives” with 
two of the Brandeis-Stone-Cardozo school of thought 
——would give the President a majority on which he 
could count for approval of New Deal measures. We 
have already shown that this reasoning is fallacious 
if the NRA philosophy is considered an integral part 
of the New Deal, which it unquestionably is. But 
let us take the argument at its face value. It con- 
tains three assumptions: (1) that the President, given 
the opportunity, would seek to place on the court men 
in sympathy with his point of view; (2) that the 
Senate would confirm; (3) that the new Judges would 
live up to the President's expectations. The first may 
be granted. As for the second, much would depend 
on the character of the appointees: we can readily 
imagine a public explosion that would defeat his ends 
in the Senate. It is the third assumption that we 
wish particularly to examine.

We return to the theory that the court might be 
enlarged. If the AAA and the Guffey coal vote be 
taken as the measuring rod, then four new members 
would have to be added to give the New Deal the 
advantage.

The present constitutional barrier against NRA, 
the very heart ofthe New Deal, cannot be swept aside 
by a “packing” of the court. That can be done in only 
one way—by amending the Constitution. All talk 
about the possibility of the Supreme Court’s being 
made a rubber stamp, through the appointment of 
administration puppets, is the product of either loose 
or wishful thinking. 
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A CLEAR-SIGHTED JURY. 

The outeome of the Florida flogging case, in which 
five former policemen were convicted on a charge of 
kidnaping one of the victims in a raid, without war- 
rants, on a private home, goes far to remove doubts 
about the efficacy of the jury system. Particularly 
striking from this viewpoint are the comments ob- 
tained by the Post-Dispatch staff correspondent from 
members of the jury. 

From the outset, it was apparent that the defense 
would seek to try the case, not on its merits, but on 
the basis of the political theories allegedly held by the 
victims. Veniremen were asked if they believed “in 
defending the Constitution from being overthrown.” 
During the trial itself, defense attorneys delivered 
vehement lectures on “the Red menace.” 

The men were on trial for taking part in a brutal 
and cowardly crime, but the defense departed from 
the facts at issue to assert that Communism sought 
to destroy the churches, homes and institutions of 
this country; to drag in Norman Thomas, the Civil 
Liberties Union, the race question, etc. Even after it 
was shown that the Modern Democrats, to which the 
victims belonged, was only a mildly pink organiza- 
tion, that its members sang “America” and read sec- 
tions of the Constitution at their meetings, the at- 
tacks continued. 

The intent, obviously, was to becloud the issue, to 
depict the crime as a justified and patriotic act. It 
is a common practice in American court procedure. 
As we have noted previously with reference to 
cases in this State, the defense is permitted to range 
far afield in its contentions, to blacken the character 
of witnesses, to play upon the prejudices of jurymen 
by appeals having no bearing whatever on the case. 

All honor, then, to the six clear-sighted Florida 
jurors who paid no heed to these tactics and gave 
their verdict on the basis of evidence, not eloquence. 
Said one juror after the end of the trial: 


Communism and all that stuff had nothing to 
do with the case. We saw right through that. 
Those defense lawyers didn’t stick to the case. 


Said another, commenting on the effort to prove 
that Joseph Shoemaker, who died after being flogged, 
was a Communist: 


Even if he had been, that wouldn’t have made 
a mite of difference. What got us was the way 
those policemen, supposed to be law enforcement 
officers, went right out and participated in an 
unlawful act. af 


Until the rules of criminal procedure are revised 
to bar such unfair tactics as were used in the Bartow’ 
trial, it rests with the intelligence of jurors to keep 
their minds on the facts, and refuse to be confused by 
extraneous matter. The Florida jurors did so in 
handsome fashion.

WPA AND MISSOURI POLITICS. 

Harry Hopkins airily dismissed the original charge 
of Arthur M. Curtis, Republican national committee- 
man from Missouri, that the WPA in this State is 
dominated by the Pendergast machine, as “pure poli- 
tics.” Now Mr. Curtis comes forth with evidence to 
support his contention. 

The evidence indicates that pressuré was put upon 
WPA workers to get them to subscribe to a Demo- 
cratic weekly known as the Missouri Review. So- 
licitors armed with a copy of a letter signed “T. J. 
Pendergast,” indorsing the publication, went among 
the men on WPA projects. From their miserable 
WPA stipend, they were asked to pay out $1.50 for 
a yearly subscription. These facts were offered by 
George Bartholomaeus, former editor of the Missouri 
Review, who lost his job after he was informed that 
“Mr. Pendergast is backing the paper now 100 per 
cent.” Mr. Bartholomaeus says more than 1500 sub- 
scriptions from WPA workers were thus obtained. 

Affidavits were presented by Mr. Curtis from wom- 
en who asserted they had been discharged from sew- 
ing projects because of their pflitical affiliations. 
Several said they were let out Because they refused 
to join a Democratic club in which the dues: were 25 
cents a month, and because they would not vote the 
Democratic ticket. It is declared that in a St. Joseph 
election, 3500 persons on the relief rolls were herded 
to the polls and told to vote the Democratic ticket. 
Delegates to a Greene County Democratic convention 
included 15 WPA officials and sit wives of officials. 

Here is a formidable showing that the WPA is be- 
ing used for political purposes, despite the repeated 
statements by Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Hopkins that 
the WPA money was not to be so perverted. It re- 
calls the statement made by Pendergast when he was 
asked what he thought the prospects were for an- 
other Roosevelt victory this fall: “You can’t beat five 
billion dollars.” 

In view of the detail of Mr. Curtis’ evidence, the 
public is not going to be satisfied with anything but 
a sweeping investigation.

A Foreign Authority on Judicial Review 


There must be some power to determine constitutional limitations or endless conflicts 
will ensue, says Czech political scientist; this role falls logically to courts, he adds; 
many other countries have followed example of U. S. in this provision; finds our 
system better than that employed by nations where judiciary lacks such authority. 


From a Radio Address by Dr. Charles A. Pergler; Reprinted From Vital Speeches. 


Dr. Pergler is Dean of the National University

sioner in the United States, Minister to Japan and 
member of his country’s Parliament, 
has written several works on constitutional and in- 
ternational law.

the nation. In a constitutional state, the 

people confer upon, or withhold from, 
the government certain powers, or prescribe 
that these powers must be exercised in a 
given way and in no other fashion. In a 
nation with a federal form of government, 
the constitution also allocates powers be- 
tween the federal government and the vari- 
ous commonwealth governments. Who shall 
decide whether the respective governmental 


\ A the nation. In « is simply the agent of 


agencies have kept within the limits speci- 


fied by the fundamental law, or whether 
powers conferred or reserved have been ex- 
ercised in the proper way? 

Obviously, to permit the agent to pass 
upon the constitutionality of its own acts 
would not be a wise scheme, and in federal 
states might lead to endless conflicts. As 
regards the states of the American Union, 
the situation is quite clear, since the Con- 
stitution expressly commands state courts, 
and necessarily also the Federal courts, to 
refuse enforcement of any state enactment 
violating the Federal Constitution. He who 
runs may read! | 

The necessity of the procedure has been 
realized in other countries with a federal 
form of government. In Switzerland, the Fed- 
eral Supreme Court does possess the power 
to declare invalid acts of Legislatures of the 
cantons which violate the Federal: Constitu- 
tion. The Australian Commonwealth Act 
provides expressly that “when a law of a 
state is inconsistent with a law of the Com- 
monwealth, the latter shall prevail and the 
former shall, to the extent of its inconsist- 
ency, be invalid.” 


In state legislation, the question is fore- 
closed; but it seems to me equally settled 
with regard to federal legislation, both in 
principle, and, on the whole, as a matter of 
usefulness—indeed, inevitability—if there is 
to be stable constitutional government at all. 

A constitution is the supreme law of the 
land, whether this is expressly stated or not. 
Otherwise, why constitutional limitations 
upon government? Judges are bound by 
constitutional provisions, and to ask them to 
enforce an unconstitutional act is to ask 
them to stultify themselves by violating their 
judicial oath of office. 


If it is said that they are no more than a 


co-ordinate branch of government, and may 
err, as other branches of government some- 
times go astray, this may be conceded, but 
it must equally be conceded that interpret- 
ing a constitution is not primarily a political, 
but a judicial, function, because we are deal- 
ing with legal questions, and if the courts 
gO wrong, there is always the method of or- 
derly constitutional change. Under proper 
conditions, courts may even reconsider their 
original positions, as; for that matter, the 
United States Supreme Court has done. Fal- 
lible-as they are, like all human institutions, 
interpretation and exposition by the courts 
provides that element of continuity and sta-

bility without which there can be no law in 
any real sense of the term. 

As great a student of government as the 
late James Bryce took the view that inter- 
pretation, and even what is commonly called 
judicial legislation, is a necessary element in 
the development of the law. Bryce said: 
“Human affairs being what they are, there 
must be a loophole for expansion or exten- 
sion in some part of every scheme of gov- 
ernment; and if the constitution is rigid, 
flexibility must be supplied from the minds 
of the Judges.” 

The duty of courts in matters of constitu- 
tional interpretation is so clear that in some 
countries, not desiring to follow the Ameri- 
can example, constitutional provisions have 
been adopted expressly prohibiting the 
courts from exercising the power of judicial 
review. In other words, it was realized that 
in the absence of a direct prohibition, courts 
would be bound to assume what is logically 
their proper function. For example, the for- 
mer Constitution of Poland expressly pro- 
vided that the courts shall have no power to 
examine the validity of duly promulgated 
statutes. The former Austrian fundamental 
law declared that “the courts shall not have 
the power to examine into the validity of 


laws duly proclaimed.” 
” * . 


On the other hand, in certain countries 
possessing constitutions, but these lacking 
explicit prohibitions, such as those cited, 
courts have assumed the power. The courts 
of Norway have established a precedent to 
the effect that they may determine the un- 
constitutionality of laws, and similar deci- 
sions are found in Greek constitutional juris- 
prudence. The practice also is followed in 
the Union of South Africa. 

The American example has been so com- 
pelling that still other countries have estab- 
lished tribunals called Constitutional Courts, 
so in Czecho-Slovakia, formerly Austria and 
others. In Czecho-Slovakia, a pronouncement 
of the Constitutional Court as to validity or 
invalidity of a statute may be obtained only 
upon request of certain legislative and judi- 
cial branches of the Government, and as yet 
no such demand has been made. 

A French jurist, Cremieux, as early as 
1833, declared in an argument before the 
French Court of Cassation that if the court 
does not have the power to refuse to apply 
an unconstitutional statute of Parliament, 
the Constitution is merely a “rope of sand.” 
Another distinguished French jurist, Duguit, 
forcefully declares that where courts must 
give effect to laws clearly unconstitutional, 
the people do not live under a reign of law. 

Furthermore, unless there is maintained a 
distinction between constitutional law and 
ordinary legislation, talk of supremacy of 
the constitution becomes an empty and 
meaningless phrase. There must be some 
authority endowed with power to enforce 
constitutional limitations, and as a matter of 
principle, and as a result of experience, that 
again brings us to the judiciary—properly, 
of course, selected, duly qualified and inde- 
pendent. 

There is no sense in pretending that the 
Judges function in a vacuum and that views 
of law at times are not influenced by their 
training, background, the very intellectual 
climate of the times in which they came to

HELD BEYOND STATE 
OR FEDERAL POWERS

in summing up its conclusions that 
the bankruptcy powers and the tax- 
ing powers are subject to like lim- 
itations when the interests of a 
state are affected by their action. 
Let that test be applied and the act 
must be upheld, for jurisdiction is 
withdrawn if the state does not ap- 
prove.” 


\minority said that “practical con- 
veniences conspire” to the conclu- 
sion that the law was constitu- 
tional. 

“If voluntary bankruptcies are 
anathema for governmental units, 
municipalities and creditors have 
been caught in a vise from which 
it is impossible to let them out,” 
it said. “Experience makes it cer- 
tain that generally there will be at 
least a small minority of creditors 
who will resist a composition, how- 
ever fair anu reasonable, if the law 
does not subject them to a pressure 
to obey the genera) will. This is 
the impasse from which the statute 
gives relief. 

“The controlling purpose of the 
bill is to provide a forum where 
distressed cities, counties and minor 
political subdivisions, designaetd in 
the bill as taxing districts, of their 
own. volition, free from all coercion, 
may meet with their creditors under 
the necessary judicial control 
and assistance in an effort to effect 
an adjustment of their financial 
matters upon a plag deemed mu- 
tually advantageous. If a plan is 
agreed upon by the taxing district 
and its creditors holding two-thirds 
(in some instances three-fourths) in 
amount of the claims of each class 
of indebtedness, and if the court is 
satisfied that the plan is workable 
and equitable, it may confirm the 
plan and the minority creditors are 
bound thereby. (Report. No. 207, 
House Judiciary Committee, June 7, 
1933.) 


Unwilful Dignity. 


To hold that this purpose must 
be thwarted by the courts because 
of a supposed affront to the dignity 
of a state, though the state dis- 
claims the affront and is doing all 
it can to keep the law alive, is to 
make dignity a doubtful blessing. 
Not by arguments so divorced from 
the realities of life has the bank- 
ruptcy power been brought to the 
present state of its development 
during the century and a half of our 
national existence. 

“The act does not authorize the 
states to impair through their own 
laws the obligation of existing con- 
tracts. Any interference by the 
states is remote and indirect. At 
most what they do is to waive a 
personal privilege that they would 
be at liberty to claim, if contracts 
are impaired. The tie is cut or 
loosened through the action of the 
court of bankruptcy approving a 
plan of composition under the au- 
| thority of Federal law. There, and 
|not beyond in an ascending train 
| of antecedents, is the cause of the 
impairment to which the law will 
have regard. 

“Impairment by the central gov- 
ernment through laws concerning 
bankruptcies is not forbidden by the 
Constitution. Impairment is not 
forbidden unless effected by the 
states themselves. 


“No question is before us now, 
and no opinion is intimated, as to 
the power of Congress to enlarge 
t*- privilege of bankruptcy by ex- 
teriding it to the states as well as 
to the local units. Even if the 
power exists, there has been no at- 
tempt to exercise it. There is room 
at least for argument that within 
the meaning of the Constitution 
the bankruptcy concept does not 
embrace the states themselves. In 
the public law of the United States 
a state is a sovereign or at least a 
quasi-sovereign. Not so, a local 
governmental unit, though the state 
may have invested it with govern- 
mental power. Such a government- 
al unit may be brought into court 
against its will without violating 
the Eleventh Amendment. It may 
be subjected to mandamus or to 
equitable remedies. 

“The statute is constitutional and 
the decree (of the Fifth Circuit 
Court of Appeals) should be af- 
firmed.”

CHICAGO, May 26.—The 3 per 
cent occupation sales tax on water, 
electricity ana gas sold by muni- 
cipally-owned public utilities in Il- 
linois was declared unconstitutional 


a|by Circuit Judge Walter La Buy

The ruling affected the City of 
Chicago and 176 other municipali- 
ties which joined in two suits chal- 
lenging the tax law, enacted by 
the General Assembly in June, 1935. 

Judge La Buy said the law vio- 
lated provisions of the Constitution 
requiring uniformity and equality 
in taxation and prohibiting the 
Legislature from passing local or 
special laws. 

Attorneys estimated that the per- 
manent injunction which Judge La 
Buy said he would issue would 
save Chicago water consumers 
about $25,000 monthly, as well as 
the $275,000 collected by -the State 
but segregated pending the out- 
come of the litigation. 

Temporary injunctions granting 
Chicago and the o’*er municipali- 
ties relief from collection of the tax 
were issued by Circuit Court Nov. 
12, 1935. 

The issues were argued orally be- 
fore Judge La Buy last February 
by Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Martin H. Foss of Chicago and at- 
torneys for the other plaintiffs. 
They charged the act was amigu- 
ous and that it constituted special 
class legislation. 

Representatives of the Attorney- 
General's office announced the rul- 
ing would be appealed at once to 
the Illinois Supreme Court, and 
that writs of supersedeas would be 
sought to prohibit distribution of 
the segregated taxes until the high 
court has rendered its decision. 

Among the cities that were plain- 
tiffs were Springfield, Quincy, De- 
catur, East St. Louis, Peoria, Joliet, 
Bloomington and Jacksonville.

Pat Prendergast, 24, Has Announced Candidacy in St. Louis District

if that “r”’ in the first syllable could be 
dropped) has filed with the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners her candidacy on the 
Democratic ticket for the lower house 
of the Missouri Legislature from the 
Fourth District. She is 24 years old, 
the minimum legal age fo: members 
of the Assembly. Her district runs in a 
crooked strip from the river to Clara ave- 
nue, with Maple avenue, Natural Bridge 
and Salisbury at its northern extremity, 
Delmar, Westminster, Cass, at its south- 
ern boundary. She will have to run with 
or run against—according to how the sit- 
uation shapes up—such seasoned cam- 
paigners as Edward J. Hogan Jr., 
Edward M. Brady, Andy Blong and Ed- 
die Foerst, present incumbents, who 
doubtless will be up fvr re-nomination, 
besides other aspirants. 


Pat has had no actual experience in 
politics but she is the eighth in a family 
of 12 children whose favorite topic of dis- 
cussion when they gather round the fam- 
ily board at 5008 Raymond, avenue has 
always been politics, and whose most pop- 
ular indoor pastime is observing political 
strategy in the Twenty-sixth Ward. She 
thinks she will be able to speak the lan- 
guage of the “regulars.” Her mother’s 
maiden name was Irish, if in the family 
cognomen it isn’t easy enough to trace a 
racial predilection for politics. 


Edward Prendergast, Pat's father, al- 
ready is a member of the city administra- 
tion, a superintendent in the Streets De- 
partment and naturally a “regular” in one 
faction, at least, of the city Democratic 
organization. With him as her campaign 
manager she hopes to line up organiza- 
tion support, but with or without it she 
will go before the people with a platform 
she is sure is so much to their interest 
that it may gain her the necessary votes 
to put her across at the primaries, Aug. 
4, with or without the favor of party 
bosses. : 


Five women already have sat in the 
Missouri House of Representatives since 
women were enfranchised. She has that 
precedent to encourage her in the belief 
that although the odds are against a wom- 
an's making a successful race, it is 
not impossible. Also the fact that at 
last election in the city and county at 
least 12 candidates without previous ex- 
perience were elected by Democrats, 
three under 26 years of age, encourages 
the tyro. Always keenly interested in 
the political scene, nationally and locally, 
about a year ago, after having been a 
saleswoman at the Grand-Leader, she 
went to The Queen’s Work as stenogra- 
pher. This national Jesuit publication is 
a clearing house for the Catholic’ Social 
Action movement and handling files and 
correspondence Pat fell under the spell 
of profound students of political science 
among the priests and learned a lot, espe- 
cially from Father Edward Dowling, who 
is a canny observer if there ever was one, 
of how the political game is played.

ROM this inspiration and instruction 
Pat has arrived at the conclusion that 
the first step toward political reforms 
must be change in the basic structure of 
the electoral system, the system of repre- 
sentation itself. 
“First of all, we should have Propor- 
tional Representation.” 


I have heard a lot about “P. R.,” heard 
it explained at length by experts. But, as 
Al Smith once said about it, “even I can’t 
understand it,” in its complicated ramifi- 
cations. 


“Do you think you can explain the the- 
ory in the short time usually allotted a 
speaker at a political meeting so an aver- 
age voter or one who happens to be lack- 
ing in mathematical sense such as my- 
self, can understand it?” I asked her. 


“Perhaps not,’ she replied with an 


amused glance from under long black 
lashes, “but I can give some telling in- 
stances of how it works out. Under the 
system of P. R., St. Louis with 821,960 
population would be entitled to 149 Rep- 
resentatives in the Legislature, where we 
now have 19. As it is, one man repre- 
sents an average constituency of 43,261 
St. Louis people, while Carter County, the 
smallest in the State, has one man to 
represent 5503 people. Is that fair? No, 
it isn't, and it accounts for the reason 
the proposal of proportional representa- 
tion always is more unpopular in rural 
than in city communities. 


“Then take the city situation. Under 
the present system three sparsely popu- 
lated river wards are three and a half 
times as effective politically as all the 
rest of the city and county. The Thirty- 
first District with 40,681 people rates one 
Senator, the Twenty-ninth with 235,069, 
gets one Senator and the Twenty-fifth 
(county) with 254,284 people, gets one 
Senator. 


“Proportional representation would lead 
to a redistribution of political power with 
almost inevitable effect upon the con- 
centration of wealth. It usually hap-

pens that economic advancement follows 
political advancement. Take the Negro 
group as an example of poor political 
representation and poor economic status. 
If they were proportionally represented 
more would come to them in the way of 
economic advantages.” 


That argument seemed a little incon- 
sistent to me. The river wards with more 
than their share of political representa- 
tion seem not to have profited by it ma- 
terially. 

“They get more than their share of 
political patronage,’ Miss Prendergast ex- 
plained. “Under P. R. at least every indi- 
vidual vote would count as it was in- 
tended to. Now a citizen in a populous 
district may well feel, what is the use of 
voting when the citizens in a less popu- 
lous district can control the political sit- 
uation?” 

“Under P. R.,” she continued, “another 
needed reform, permanent registration, 
would become a popular issue. There 
would be some use in registering and vot- 
ing, whereas now, with 560,665 persons 
eligible to vote in St. Louis, the largest 
number ever registered at any one time 
has been 335,000. In an average precinct 
of 669 eligible an average of 339 are not 
registered. People in the West End 
think, what is the use of registering when 
the river wards are three-and-a-half times 
as effective after an election. 


“Permanent registration would also 
help correct irregularities in wards where 
a shifting transient population can be 
lined up and voted by ward bosses on 
election day. Mind you,” she added, “Il 
have no criticism of political organiza- 
tions. If it were not for organizatin 
there would not be as many registrations 
as there are. Under the present system 
it takes organization to get out the vote.” 

“Then I think we should have a real 
secret ballot and the primary elections 
should take place in the spring instead of 
in August, when so many people are out 
of town.”

6 SW many mo P. R., giving us a great 
many more representatives, in- 
crease the cost of government for 
the taxpayers?” she was asked. 

“That could be partly taken care of by 
having a uni-cameral legislature as they 
do in Nebraska,” she replied. “Under 
P. R., with every element adequately rep- 
resented, only one house would be neces- 
sary. Representatives with smaller con- 
stituencies would be closer to the people 
and more responsible to those who elect 
them and legislation would be greatly 
facilitated and speeded up. As it is, we 
really have three houses. When there is 
disagreement on a bill it is referred to a 


joint committee with prolonged delay and 
added expense. 


“I think we should have a Legislative 
Council as they have in some politically 
progressive states where a body of ex- 
perts in various lines touching govern- 
mental problems is in session continually 
studying legislative proposals, getting 
them ready for quicker action by the law 
makers as a means of facilitating legisla- 
tion. And one thing such a gouncil should 
study, I think, is the city management 
system, which has done so much to purify 
politics in Cincinnati, a large city, and 
works so well in many small cities. Then 
eventually a State manager might be a 
good thing in the interest of employing a 
trained personnel and doing away with 
the spoils system.” 


Other measures she would favor would 
have to do with industrial regulation. 
While working in the department store 
she benefitted by some of the N. R. A. 
rulings. I believe that since needed in- 
dustrial reforms are not subject to Fed- 
eral control, such reforms might very 
well be brought about through action 
within the states. I think Missouri, where 
industrial interests are so _ diversified, 
would be a good place to try out some of 
the beneficient features of the N. R. A. 
provisions, 


“IT have all these ideas about things 
that ought to be done. I confess I don’t 
know much about practical methods of 
getting them done,” Miss Prendergast 
concluded, “but I am encouraged by some- 
thing Al Smith once wrote. He said 
when he first went to Albany he had not 
the vaguest idea what it was all about. 
For two sessions he just sat with his 
eyes and ears open and his mouth closed, 
never uttered a word. And think what 
he eventually accomplished. Of course, 
the main thing is to get elected for the 
first time.” 

Pat—nobody calls her Patricia—is a 
member of the Young Democrats, serving 
on their membership committee. She has 
never yet matie a political speech, but at 
St. Mark’s School, where she was edu- 
cated, she never had any trouble “talking 
on her feet.” She is a slender little slip 
of a thing with a reserved demeanor, al- 
most timid in her approach but once she 
gets talking, she is sure in her convic- 
tions, not to be confused or ruffled in her 
poise, firm, almost rigid when she sets 
her small mouth. . She is not the declam- 
atory type but, warming up to her sub- 
ject, wide-eyed ingenuousness gives way 
to a quiet forcefulness, sure to inspire 
confidence if the hurly burly audience 
usually attracted to a political harangue 
will just be patient until she gets going 
good.

FEW thousand years ago, Her- 
A odotus, the Greek historian, re- 

turned to his native land after 
a visit to Egypt and reported that 
things were slightly haywire on the 
Nile. He found a pretty kettle of 
fish where “they call themselves 
after their mothers and not their 
fathers; and if one ask his neigh- 
bor who he is he will state his moth- 
er’s parentage and enumerate his 
foremothers.” Women, in general, 
were ruling the roost and men oc- 
cupied the back seats. Some sev- 
eral thousand years later—1936 to 
be exact—the situation seems to be 
pretty much the same. John Ers- 
kine’s 150-page call to arms warns 
men that women are reducing them 
to slaves. Statisticians startle the 
world with figures that prove that 
women spend 87 per cent of the 
family income and control 67 per 
cent of our country’s great fortunes. 
A psychologist’s survey concludes 
that thd@only he-men left are en- 
gineers and farmers and that the 
male sex in general is growing less 
and less masculine. 

“Sex domination is always built 
upon the collective stupidity of one 
sex or the other,” says an author- 
ity. “Today the trend is against 
man in the United States and he is 
too stupid to stay the march of 
victorious woman.” 

Men still refer to women as the 
“weaker sex,” but it’s just so much 
talk to salve the remnants of their 
masculine pride. Any analytical 
‘male, if he is honest, will tell you 
that the day when father wore the 
pants in the family is gone if not 
forgottem Little by little the mama 
has encroached upon his preserves, 
until now about his only privilege 
is bringing home the bacon and 
he’s lucky if she doesn’t take a hand 
in that, too. 

The day of feminine dictatorship 
is indeed at hand, if not well un- 
der way and, as the man who was 
wise enough to figure it out said, 
it’s all because of the collective stu- 
pidity of the male sex.

The puzzling thing was where the 
arsenic came from in such a miscel- 
janeous group. Arsenic poisoning, 
of course, is encountered in certain 
occupations, but these people be- 
long to no definite industrial 
group. Some of them had taken

tonics or drops over a long time, 


usually on their own responsibility 
and without a doctor's orders. One 
patient was a cosmetic manufactur- 
er; one was a candy maker and en- 
countered arsenic as an impurity of 
commercial glucose; others came 
into contact with furs, wallpaper, 
paints and household insecticides, 
Fruit Spray. 

Most interesting to me was the 
fact that some of these patients 
were in contact with fruit — a 
grocer, a fruit peddler and a fruit 
grower. 

For many years the United States 
Department of Agriculture has been 
trying to enforce legislation to 
make fruit growers wash the arsenic 
that is used to spray fruit off the 
surface before it is marketed. Leg- 
islation to enforce this has fre- 
quently been blocked by Congress- 
men on the grounds that the small 
amount of arsenic on the surface of 
fruit of this character does no harm. 
Here is something for those Con- 
gressmen to ponder. 

The most curious case of this 
kind which has come to my at- 
tention is that of a man who had 
diabetes and was told that a pan- 
creatin pill containing gold and 
arsenic was a cure for it. He took 
this for a year until he had all the 
symptoms of arsenic poisoning, not 
only skin eruption but the nerve 
paralysis, and only then did he re- 
consult his physician. 
QUESTIONS FROM READERS. 

A. O.: “IT at one time doctored 


and dieted for about a year for ul- | 
cerated stomach. I was more or less | 


supposed to be cured; however, am 
still somewhat cautious about my 
diet. Now what I would like to 
know is (1) whether it is safe to 
eat such vegetables as radishes, cu- 
cumbers, onions, tomatoes, cab- 
bage, etc.; also relishes-such as 
olives, ketchup, etc. (2) I am also 
taking yeast mixed with hot water 
and sugar to clear up my com- 
plexion. Is this harmful to ulcers?’ 

Answer: (1) Ulcers tend to recur 
and it is not wise to eat the rough 
vegetables you mention until you 
have been symptom-free for at least 
five years, (2) Yeast does no harm 
to peptic ulcer.
